Simple Rules 

The rules of the contest are rela- 
tively simple. The contest Is open only 
to bona fide residents of the New Eng- 
land states, with exceptions of the 
employees of the New England Press 
Association and of this newspaper and 
members of their families, and with a 
further exception of any persons who 
have won $500 or more in any previ- 
ous newspaper contest. Beginning this 
week and for ten weeks to follow, this 
paper will publish six jumbled names. 
Each of these names will be jumbled 
to include syllables or words of 
some of the live other names. For 
example: "What are the correct names 
for these two jumbled New England 
cities — Fleldchester and Sprlngman?" 
The correct answers are Manchester 
and Springfield. The jnmbled names 
appearing together will represent a 
similar classification. — one week six 
New England manufacturing centers, 
etc. Each New England state will be 
represented each week In the six 
names.

Newton Safety 

Chapter Meets 

Tile Newton Chapter of the Mass. 
Safety Council held a meeting on 
Tuesday night at City Hull. General 
Daniel Needham, president of the 
chapter, was in charge of the meet- 
ing. and 40 members attended. Secre- 
tary Rupert Thompson read minutes 
of a meeting of the executive commit- 
tee. and chairman of the various sub- 
committees made reports. Chief 
Hughes brought to the meeting a 
large map showing locations of auto- 
mobile accidents in this city during 
the past year and a half, and the types 
of accidents. He also had a number 
of photographs of automobiles which 
hud been in accidents, and which hud 
been taken by Robert Lunt. official 
photographer for the Newton police 
department. 

Alfred M. Miner, reporting for the 
Engineering Committee, stated that 
WPA workers have been making sur- 
veys iu this city of traffic conditions, 
and will continue to co-operate with 
the local safety chapter. He paid 
tribute to the efficiency of the New- 
ton fire department. Raymond Green, 
acting principal of Newton High 
School, who has been making a sur- 
vey of safety education in Newton 
schools, said he has received reports 
from all principals of public schools 
lu the city, praised the parochial 
schools for the work they are doing, 
and said the work will be continued 
actively when the schools open next 
September. M, A. Kraft of the Har- 
vard Bureau of Traffic Research, and 
u resident of Newtonvllle, promised 
the assistance of bis school facilities. 

General Needham said that the pur- 
pose of the Newton Safety Council Is 
to co-operute with city officials, the 
Mayor and Aldermen In making New- 
ton safer, in ascistlng department 
heads to obtain equipment and other 
aids to promote sufety, and to plan 
a definite program. He said the chap- 
ter will try not to be meddlesome or 
critical, nor to antagonize people. Mr. 
Needham urged mejibers of the Chap- 
ter to ask their friends to see the 
new moving picture entitled "Devil 
Is Driving," a powerful lilm produced 
to educate the American public in 
matters of traffic safety. 

General Needham had prepared a 
constitution and by-laws for file chap- 
ter. which were accepted, anil at his 
suggestion articles of incorporation 
were approved by the members pres- 
ent. 

dairies Warren, chairman of the 
Accidents Facts Division of the Chap- 
ter reported that a meeting of that 
committee hud been held on June 25 
at City Hall. The matters discussed 
at the meeting were — the advisability 
of getting from the Police Department 
weekly or monthly records of acc- 
idents; what kind of statistical data 
would he interesting to the general 
public; how should such data be sent 
to the public; what type of statistical 
data would lie advisable for publicity 
purposes?

Angelo Toccl. 20, of 127 I. in wood 
ave., Newtonvllle. was arrested lust 
Thursday by Patrolmen Win Whelan 
and Bell charged with having made a 
brutal attack on Esther Hanscom, 23, 
of 544 Grove st., Newton I.ower Falls. 
He was arraigned 111 the Newton court 
lust Friday and Judg" Allen ordered 
him held for tile grand jury Ball or 
$5000 was furnished by Toeci's father. 

On the night of June 13 the Hans- 
com girl left Watertown square to 
walk to Fair Oaks Avenue, Newton- 
vllle, where she hail been employed. 
She observed a man following her 
along California st. and walked slowly 
to allow him to pass her. Instead of 
passing her. be kept alongside of her 
until opposite Colonial ave.. Newton- 
vllle. There, lie made advances to the 
girl, dragged her Into a field near the 
Charles River and knocked her down. 
When the girl resisted, her assailant 
hit Iter, broke her nose and blackened 
both her eyes. Tile back or Iter head 
was also cut. Her attacker then (led. 
The girl went to 90 Fair Oaks ave. 
where she had been living. Newton po- 
lice were notified and Patrolman Whe- 
lan went to work oil the case, assisted 
by Patrolman Bell. Whelan drove the 
girl about Watertown. Nonantum and 
Newtonvllle to view several suspects, 
none of whom site identified. But, 
when Toccl was pointed out to her on 
Din wood ave. on last Thursday night, 
she at once stated lie was her as- 
sailant. Toccl denied he attacked the 
young woman and will present sev- 
eral witnesses before tile Grand Jury 
to prove an alibi. 

New Playgrounds 
To Be Opened 

When Newton playgrounds open on 
July 6 they will total 20, Instead 18 
as lust year. Two new playgrounds 
will be In operation. One. the Wel- 
lington Playground at West Newton, 
so-called after its donor, is about an 
acre and a half in area and will be 
used as a playground for small chil- 
dren. It is locuted near Hensbaw st., 
between Cherry and Waltham sts. The 
othei new playground at Cold Spring 
swamp urea covers about 23 acres. 
For the past four years a large num- 
ber of men have been at work on 
this area under ERA and WPA pro- 
jects. and a huge sum of money lias 
been spent on it through Federal al- 
lotments which saved taxpayers of 
Newton considerable In relief pay- 
ments. In addition the city also ap- 
propriated large sums for materials 
in conjunction with the work done in 
this area.

The Newton Bicycle Club and their 
lady friends have been invited to take 
a run out to Arthur Whitaker’s fam- 
ous strawberry farm In Needham, and 
it is needless to add that the Invi- 
tation lias been accepted. 

At tlie meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday evening. Alderman 
Pettee moved that the pay of engi- 
neers in tin- fire department he re- 
stored from $95ti to $1080, and that of 
drivers from $750 to $900. 

On Monday forenoon there was a 
serious accident tit Phipps and Train's 
silk mill at Newton Upper Falls. Nor- 
man Probert, a lad 14 years old, 
while at work, got his leg caught in 
tin- machinery.

Practically all of the stores In New- 
ton. including units of chain Btores, 
are co-operating in the Wednesday 
afternoon closing. A few of the small- 
er markets and grocery stores are 
not. We urge our renders to patron- 
ize those stores which close on Wed- 
nesday afternoons, nnd by so doing 
help store employees (and owners) to 
get the same privilege the great ma- 
jority of us enjoy. Persons observed 
buying groceries and provisions in the 
few stores which keep open on Wed- 
nesday afternoons, will not gain a 
reputation for consideration.

Resolutions And 
Final Reports 

The General Federation of Women's 
Flubs in session at Tulsa, Okla., on 
Thursday morning, April 29th, 
launched an attack on Communism 
and the spread of communistic propa- 
ganda in several resolutions adopted. 
One condemned the use of school and 
other public buildings for meetings 
where “propaganda inimical to our 
democratic form of government" was 
given out. Another opposed the teach- 
ing by public schools teachers of 
"alien philosophies," under the guise 
of free speech and liberal thought, 
forcing their own ideas of government 
upon students in their formative years. 
In this resolution I lie significant state- 
ment was that the Federation urged 
the local clubs to notify school author- 
ities of their disapproval of such 
methods. 

Another resolution called for speedy 
deportation of illegal entrants and al- 
iens judged to be criminals or detri- 
mental to the welfare of tiie United 
States, and also called for the depor- 
tation of aliens on relief who have 
been resident long enough to have be- 
come naturalized but who have not 
taken this step. 

Besides tile Emergency Resolution 
on the “pernicious abuse of the par- 
don and parole system”, as a result 
of Mrs. St. John's address, there was 
one more resolution calling for a kin- 
dergarten in every school. 

The speaker Thursday morning, 
Mrs. Walter Ferguson, of Tulsa, Col- 
umnist for the Scripps-Howard News- 
papers. in nn eloquent, vivid address, 
held the tense Interest of her audi- 
ence. Speaking of the power of or- 
ganized women, and of their respon- 
sibility in taking up the battle in big 
issues, she said: 

"We have been taught that a nation 
depends upon its homes, but it is also 
true that tho kind of homes wo have 
depends upon tho sort of government 
we make for ourselves." 

"Tlte woman who sits at home be- 
lieving she is doing her whole duty to 
her family may by and by find her- 
self without a home to sit in. The 
time lias come when the individual 
alone can accomplish nothing; we 
must learn to work in groups,” she 
advised. * 

Junior Membership was featured at 
the Thursday afternoon session, when 
three departments. American Homo, 
Education, and Junior Clubwomen, 
combined in a Forum, under the gen- 
eral topic “Youth.” Airs. Elbert W. 
Shirk, chairman of the Junior depart- 
ment . presented as speaker Mrs. Al- 
bert Powers, of Bowers, Oregon, her- 
self a Junior member of Ilie organiza- 
tion. and vice-chairman of the Junior 
department. 

Mrs. Powers gave a graphic compo- 
site picture of the world as viewed by 
ir> young persons of iter acquaintance. 
Sin urged t he clubwomen to stand by 
a ltd help youth by establishing In 
their communities the Junior Wom- 
en's Clubs, a Leisure School, a find-a- 
job club, and a playground on a vacant 
lot. 

“Tlte goal of youth today is securi- 
ty," Airs. Bowers declared. "They ure 
terribly concerned with tiie fundamen- 
tals of life, schooling, a job, marriage, 
a little fun. Having seen financial 
empires topple, railroads wobble, and 
savings swept away they liuve no 
burning desire for great fortunes or 
enduring fame. Youth prefers safe- 
ty to splendor. Youth coming of age 
during l lie depression has embraced 
what we once called the basic virtues 
— humility, thrift and courage.” 

Thursday evening, April 29th, was 
General Federation President’s Night, 
in honor of Airs. Lawson. Speakers 
presented possibly quite the most 
thrilling and controversial program of 
the session. Honorable Burton K. 
Wheeler. United States Senator from

gates voted on Friday morning by 
2SS to 66, a Resolution condemning 
the change, and expressing “disappro- 
val of President Roosevelt’s proposal.” 
The 66 delegates who opposed so 
strongly consideration of tho resolu- 
tion stated their obejctlon was chiefly 
because this controversial matter sav- 
ored too much of politics — which the 
women's clubs have avoided — and be- 
cause it tended to stir sectional in- 
harmony in tho General Federation, 
north against south, east against west. 

Other endorsements Friday morn- 
ing of motions and resolutions in- 
cluded tiie following: 

Mrs. William Dick Sporborg, Fed- 
eration Legislative chairman, was au- 
thorized to wire Representative O’Con- 
nor. chairman of tiie Rules Committee, 
asking him to invoke a special rule by 
which section 13 of tiie Economy Act 
of 1932 might he reported out of com- 
mittee and thus he voted on at this 
session of Congress. Tills section pro- 
vides that husbands and wives may 
not both be employed on federal civil 
service jobs. She also will wire Sen- 
ator McKellar, of Tennessee, the Fed- 
eration’s approval of Ills hill to repeal 
section 213. The Federation also en- 
dorsed Senator Daughton's bill, intro- 
duced at tiie suggestion of Harry J. 
Ansllnger, chief of tho Federal Bu- 
reau of Narcotics, to assist in tho drive 
against marihuana. 

Mrs. Edward Hammett, National 
chairman of Public Safety, moved that 
the General Federation “pledge upport 
to the public safety enforcement pro- 
gram by active opposition to traffic 
ticket fixing, and urge that member 
clubs appoint representatives to sit 
in on traffic court hearings in order 
to ascertain local conditions to the end 
that traffic laws be enforced.” 

I Airs. Grace Elmore Gibson, Tulsa 
attorney, and E. W. Tinker, assistant 
chief of tiie United States Forestry 
Service, were principal speakers at tho 
morning session. Mr. Tinker spoke in 
the place of F. A. Silcox, Forestry Ser- 

I vice chief. 

He urged increased public owner- 
ship of forest lands by federal and 
state governments. 

Friday afternoon was Play Day,

Gang Swims River 
To Avoid Arrest 


A group of Nonantum and Bemls 
youths celebrated July 1th on July

lose) large sums of money at horse 
races and dog races, but according to 
the very Inconsistent social order 
which prevails in this country, it is 
unlawful to gamble comparatively 
small sums of money In a crap game. 

Metropolitan policemen had become 
wise that crap games were being held 
on the strip of land behind Victory 
Field Playgrounds at Nonantum, and 
adjoining the Charles River. This 
land is owned by the Metropolitan 
District and Is part of the long planned 
parkway. So, on Monday afternoon 
Patrolmen Tennis, Smith and Cotter 
of the Brighton station of the Metro- 
politan police, attired In civilian 
clothes, ambled along the river bank, 
and before the crap shooters became 
wise, butted Into the game. Some of 
the crap shooters and spectators, 
about 18 In number, were informally 
attired. Others were all dolled up. 
But, all, with two exceptions, plunged 
Into the muddy bank of the river when 
the police made the raid, and forded 
the stream to the Watertown shore 
In water waist high. Patrolmen Ten- 
nis grabbed two men; one squirmed 
looso and "went over the river” to 
freedom. The other, Samuel Long- 
bottoin, Jr. of California st.. Nonnn- 
tum, slipped In the muddy bank nnd 
was captured. The other two cap- 
tives were Francis Griffin. 11a Dalby 
st.. Nonantum, and James Patrick, 300 
Pleasant st.. Bemls. They were fined 
$5 each In the Newton court on Tues- 
day. It cost some of the 15 who 
escaped more than $5 In damaged 
clothing. The police also captured 
two pair of dice: one pair of which 
was "loaded.” Crap, even ns horse 
and dog racing, can be played crooked.

To Start Work on Women’s Division Two Alarm Fire at 
Traffic Signals Is Organized Newton Highlands 


Street Commissioner Mahoney 
states that work will be started at 
once in placing traffic signals at 
Washington and Jewevt sts., and at 
Watertown and Adams stH. Both will 
be pedestrian operated signals. That at 
Washington and Jewett sts. will cost 
$996; the signal at Adams and Water- 
town. $689.55. An appropriation for 
these signals was made a few months 
ago by the Board of Aldermen and 
a contract for them was given on May 
27 with the Municipal Signal Company 
of Boston. Other signals which were 
contracted for at that time with the 
same company are: Walnut and Cen- 
tre sts.. to cost $2401.70; Walnut and 
Beacon sts.. $2476.80; Washington and 
Concord sts.. $1584.70. It is expected 
that these signals will also be In- 
stalled within the next couple of 
weeks. These signals will be oper- 
ated automatically by means of pads 
placed in the roadways. Provision 
will also be made for pedestrian push- 
buttons. 

The signal at Beacon aim Walnut 
sts. was not favored by the Aldermen. 
It was suggested that a small traffic 
islund be placed at this intersection, 
but. the State Department of Public 
Works would not approve this plan. 
It was then suggested that STOP 
signs be placed on the Beacon st. sides 
of the Intersection, which is wide open 
with a clear view from all approaches. 
There have been a number of colli- 
sions at the place in past years, all 
due to faulty driving on someone's 
part, as there is no excuse for colli- 
sions there.

Among the four projects which are recommended by the 
special committee of the Board of Aldermen appointed to 
consider matters referred to by Mayor Childs in his address 
to the aldermen last January are three projects pertaining to 
playgrounds. The playground problem is one which is of vital 
importance to the future of the city. With almost all large 
areas being subdivided into house lots the necessity for plan- 
ning play spaces for the coming youth of the city is obvious. 

The committee urges the construction of a service building 
at the Hawthorne playground. This improvement is essential 
to the proper handling of this active playground. Without 
sanitary accommodations and playrooms for the boys and girls 
of the neighborhood conditions cannot help but be unsatisfac- 
tory. 

The need for the acquisition of a site for playground purposes 
for the Horace Mann and Day Junior High School District 
is one which has been growing more urgent every year. With 
the probable development of the former Albemarle golf course 
into a residential district the time is ripe for some definite 
action. The golf course, now being operated privately as a 
public course, provides practically the only area large enough 
for playground purposes in close proximity to these two 
schools. The longer action is delayed the less the opportuni- 
ty there will be to acquire the best location and the greater 
the expense there will be. 

The third playground project urged by the committee is the 
taking of the vacant land between the Allison and \ ictory 
playgrounds along the river in Nonantum in order to provide 
additional play space and make the two fields into one unit. 
The desirability of this step is further enhanced by the possibil- 
ity of the extension of the river road from Galen street to 
Waltham along the river. Last year the Mayor and Aider- 
men were definitely placed upon record against the use of 
California street as the extension of this highway by the Met- 
ropolitan district and in favor of using presently owned state 
land along the river bank when this project was undertaken. 
It is possible that they may need a small strip of the play- 
ground land in order to construct a highway of sufficient width. 
Such action would make it even more desirable that the city 
acquire what land is necessary to make the two existing play- 
grounds into one.

Noteworthy New

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62 YEARS AGO 


Newton Republican, July 10, 1875 

The residents of Brighton Hill, 
which territory became annexed to 
Newton on July 1st, took occnslon last 
Saturday to formally notice the event. 
George Allen, Esq., sent out invita- 
tions to members of the city govern- 
ment and others, to meet at his ele- 
gant residence at 5 p. m. on Saturday. 
Mr. Allen had provided chairs under 
the shude of the trees on his elegant 
lawn. A fine prospect of the newly 
acquired territory of 100 acres can be 
had from his residence. An hour was 
most pleasantly spent on the lawn. 
The sixteen families living in the 
annexed district were well represent- 
ed. Kellar’s Band furnished music 
during the evening. At 6 o’clock Mr. 
Allen Invited the 75 present to his 
dining room, where he had prepared a 
bountiful repast. 

Rev. Mr. Shinn, following the din- 
ner, called the meeting to order, and 
reported that several names had been 
suggested for the new district. As Mr. 
Hunnewell formerly owned nearly the 
whole of tho territory, Hunnewell Hill 
had been suggested, but was not 
liked; Hunnewell Park some pre- 
ferred. Mayor Hyde said that Eliot 
Hill had been suggested in honor of 
John Eliot, apostle to the Indians, 
and tlie committee recommended this 
name. Col. Ellsworth said he had 
great respect for Eliot, but as we have 
an Eliot Church, Eliot Hall and Eliot 
Block in Newton, that is sufficient. In 
the past, because the railroad locomo- 
tives whistled so much rounding the 
hill, ho thought “Whistle Bend” might 
be appropriate. He favored Hunnewell 
Park. Hon. J. C. Park did not favor 
Hunnewell Hill; simply call it Hun- 
newell. The ladies present favored 
Hunnewell, anti it was voted to call 
the district by this name.

Diphtheria has committed serious 
ravages in the family of E. A. Rum- 
rill of Newton; five of the family have 
died within three weeks, four of diph- 
theria. 


Charles Hickey, 6-year-old sdn of 
John Hickey, who resides at Grace 
Village, was instantly killed last Sat- 
urday when the horses on Jenuison’s 
Express became frightened and bolt- 
ed. The accident happened near the 
Jackson homestead on Washington st. 
The horses became frightened by the 
drums . of the Claflin Drum Corps 
which was escorting the Claflin 
Guards. The boy, who was crossing 
the street, was knocked down and a 
wheel passed over his head. 


During the tempest of Saturday 
night, lightning struck, the tower of 
city hall and the steeple of tlie Con- 
gregational Church at West Newton, 
cutting the bell rope, but doing little 
other damage. 


Ground was broken for the new 
aqueduct at Upper Falls on Wednes- 
day. There are plenty about here 
trying to obtain work. 

At the meeting of the Common 
Council on Monday, Councilman Ward 
asked the passage of an order appro- 
priating $300 for a hath house at Crys- 
tal Lake. People had complained to 
him about the nuisance of bathers ex- 
posing themselves at tile lake. Houses 
are nearby and people driving by the 
lake had turned back and gone the 
other way when they saw buthers ex- 
posed. Councilman Weed said the 
police have the power to suppress 
this nuisance and should do so. If 
hath houses are built ut Crystal Lake, 
more will lie demanded in other parts 
of the city. The order was not passed.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Recently two headstones have been 
broken nt the old cemetery on Centre 
st., Newton, where the early settlers 
of Mils city are hurled. For yenrs wo 
have suggested that a high wire fence 
ho placed around tills venerable spot, 
but. our suggestions have fallen on of- 
ficial ears which obviously were not 
greatly concerned with protecting this 
city-owned burying ground. It would 
seem that the Sons of' the Revolution, 
the D. R., the D. A. R„ and our more 
recently formed patriotic organiza- 
tions might interest themselves in this 
relic of Colonial days in Newton; this 
place where repose the remains of 
men who fought in the Revolution. A 
person who resides not far from tho 
old cemetery informed us that he had 
even seen one of the old slabs used as 
a table for a card game there. The 
wall at the rear of the cemetery has 
been purtly pulled down hy young van- 
dals. And the grass in this and tho 
other two old cemeteries owned by tho 
city should be mowed more frequently 
than it has been in the past. We hear 
a lot of blah-blah speeches about love 
for our country, and about venerating 
tho memory of those who fought for 
its freedom in 1776. Less hot-air, and 
more attention to the old cemeteries 
where soldiers of the Revolution and 
Now England pioneers are buried, 
would evidene’e sincerity, if not ora- 
tory. 


Many persons have wondered what 
is the reason for tlie distance marks 
recently painted on Watertown and 
Washington sts. at, Newtonville and 
West Newton. The figures were paint- 
ed by an employee of the Newton 
Street Department at the l'equest of 
Andrew Prior. Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, and serve as memory aids 
in defining a 3-mile course for the 
testing of meters on taxis. Tlie course 
starts near the corner of Lowell ave. 
and Watertown st„ and ends near tlie 
Woodland Golf Club on Washington 
st. 


A couple of centuries ago Thomas 
Gray wrote — “The paths of Glory lead 
but to the grave." It is feared that 
Amelia Earhart may have ended her 
career in a watery grave, but, w8 hope 
she survives and will be rescued. Mrs. 
Earhart Putnam has displayed reck- 
less courage and great skill, hut. one 
can tempt fate once too often. Person- 
ally. we consider her "just for fun" 
flight around the world a stunt for 
publicity and further fame. Why 
should the lives of scores of navy avia- 
tors be risked to rescue some person 
who makes an unnecessary hazardous 
flight, and why should the people of 
this country be further taxed to fi- 
nance such rescue expeditions? 


Tho period of torture for sick per- 
sons in Newton started witli a ven- 
geance on Thursday, July 1, when tho 
sale of fireworks in this city com- 
menced. Firecrackers were being set 
off incessantly during last Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday. Policemen made 
no effort to stop children who wore 
violating the law on these days. 
Thursday night of last week tlie dis- 
charge of firecrackers continued to bo 
heard in our neighborhood until a half 
hour past midnight. Some policemen 
to whom we spoke about the violation 
of the law on these days replied that 
since permits had been granted for 
tho sale of fireworks, they would uot 
attempt to stop children setting off 
firecrackers. When the writer was a 
boy. the ordinary child received 26c 
or 50c with which to purchase fire- 
crackers or fireworks, and the small 
quantity of firecrackers thus purchased 
had to be carefully conserved until 
July 4th. In recent years children are 
given so much spending money, that 
they can purchase firecrackers, tor- 
pedoes and caps as soon as the sale of 
these nuisances is permitted, and con- 
tinue to buy them until and during tho 
Glorious Fourth. Anyone who has 
ever had a sick person In their home 
can sympathize with the bed-riddon 
who have to endure about a week of 
nerve-wracking noise before and on 
July 4. Since the police won’t en- 
force the law, ns they did years ago, 
and since so many parents allow 
their children to do about us they 
pleuse, without consideration for sick 
persons, the only relief from the an- 
nual "noise week" would seem to be 
the enactment of a state law forbid- 
ding tlie sale of fireworks until the 
day before the 4th. 


Several days ago a woman tele- 
phoned us and expressed somewhat 
indignant surprise that we had said 
nothing in this column about an an- 
noying condition she stated had oc- 
curred at the two concei ts given in Au- 
burndnle by the WPA orchestra. This 
was — tlie noise made by children while 
the orchestra was playing. ‘ 


Newton has had a _ phenomenal 
growth during the past 15 years, large- 
ly because of tlie establishment of the 
zoning ordinance in this city. This 
ordinance prevented the intrusion of 
business into residential zones. The 
ordinance has been well enforced un- 
til recently. One person in West New- 
ton, however, for the past two years 
has been violating it and in recent 
months has been more and more open- 
ly advertising his business. If this 
person Is permitted to continue to dis- 
regard tho zoning ordinance, others 
will do likewise.

His progress in ama- 
teur hockey is even more interest- 
ing. in that it is concerned with thc- 
rapid growth of the game in England 
and Europe. Herb went to London to 
play with the Earlscourt Corinthians, 
then turned up in 1935-36 at Klugen- 
furt, Austria, playing and coaching 
his team to the national champion- 
ships.

Scouts Return 
From Jamboree 
In Washington 

Two full Troops of Norumbega 
Council Boy Scouts returned to New- 
ton Saturday night after having taken 
part in the Greatest Event in the His- 
tory of the Boy Scouts of America, 
tip; First National Jumboree. They 
were warmly greeted by a crowd of 
over three hundred people who waited 
over an hour to welcome the hoys 
back from tiie capitol. 

The party headed by Scoutmasters 
Edward Paterson and Henry D. 
White, and Assistants Richard Scliroe- 
der, Charles Frary, Wayne Dow and 
Philip Trowbridge could not say 
enough about this greatest gathering 
of youth that the North American Con- 
tinent has ever seen. These 25,000 
Scouts had come from every State in 
tiie Union and over 400 from across 
tho sea. 

Every Scout* had a different story. 
Each had a different impression of 
tiie ten days he had spent camped by 
the banks of the Potomac, under tho 
shadows of the Washington Monu- 
ment. Using tents they had made 
themselves tiie two troops had one of 
the most impressive camp sites of tiie 
New England Contingent. 

Most of the Norumbega Scouts en- 
tered into tho great game of swapping. 
The following are just a few of tiie 
exchanges which eventually came in- 
to the possession of a local Scout: 
crabs from Maryland, Rumanian 
handbags. Canadian belts, English 
shirts, California red wood, arrow- 
heads from many states, petrified 
wood, film from Hollywood, alligators 
from Florida, horned tonds from 
Texas, colored soil from Arizona, pipes 
from tiie Berkshires, bells from Con- 
necticut, iron ore, petroleum in bot- 
tles, jttamps and carved totem poles 
from the northwest. One lad had a 
piece of a desk taken from tiie Texas 
school explosion, another had parts 
of the Hindenburg, maple syrup from 
Vermont, English shoulder knots, a 
French belt, and another a belt of 
shark skin. Neckerchief slides and 
neckerchiefs were the most popular 
items. One sharp trader from Chicago 
had collected over one hundred differ- 
ent slides, pins, and badges in his 
wanderings about tiie camps. 

When tiie local Scouts were not ac- 
tive in trading they were busy in oth- 
er ways. Each day found the boys 
taking many interesting sight-seeing 
trips to different parts of the city. 
Most of tiie campers had the oppor- 
tunity of visiting Mt. Vernon, the Ca- 
pitol. the White House, tiie airport, 
i lie Lincoln Memorial and many other 
interesting places. Possibly the most 
impressive events of tiie whole Jam- 
boree were the massed shows in tiie 
Arena. Each night two different re- 
gions took command of tiie tremen- 
dous show grounds directly under the 
Washington Monument and demon- 
stated Scouting typical of their sec- 
tions of the country. The massed Con- 
vocation Service on Sunday and the 
gigantic fireworks display tiie follow- 
ing day will long lie remembered by 
every Scout present.

Big Consumption 
Discolors Water 


The hot spell of last week caused 
a tremendous increase in the use of 
water in Newton which resulted in 
sediment filled aqua impura and hun- 
dreds of complaints. This condition 
was not peculiar to Newton. It also oc- 
curred in Brookline. Waltham and oth- 
er nearby places. On Sunday, July 4, 
the amount of water used in Newton 
totalled 3,916923 gallons. On July 5 
tiie amount used was normal — 4,720,- 
583 gallons. On Tuesday the consump- 
tion was normal until 6 o'clock; but 
from that hour until 9 p. m. there was 
a tremendous increase in the drain on 
tiie supply. A big majority of New- 
ton residents took baths, and hun- 
dreds watered their lawns. The con- 
sumption for that day was 7,035,895 
gallons. On Wednesday 7,562.598 gal- 
lons were used: on Thursday 8,575,- 
233 and on Friday 8,362,405 gallons. 
On Saturday, with thousands having 
left the city for beaches and the coun- 
try. the consumption again returned to 
normal, 4.424,133 gallons. 

Thursday afternoon complaints be- 
gan to come in from Newton Corner 
and the low-lying sections of West 
Newton and Auburndale about the 
muddy condition of the water. The 
big drain on the supply had reversed 
tiie flow in many of the mains, loos- 
ened the sediment which gathers in 
the pipes, and in districts thus affect- 
ed. tiie water was not fit to drink, nor 
was it very attractive for bathing pur- 
poses. On Friday the reservoir hail 
become so low. that the water de- 
partment commenced to use water 
from the Metropolitan District sup- 
ply. Friday afternoon the water be- 
came freed from sediment and thirsty 
householders could again quench their 
thirst.

» The executive committee of the 
Newton Safety Chapter held a meet- 
ing on Tuesday night at Police Head- 
quarters, with General Daniel Need- 
ham presiding. Through the courtesy 
of the Dodge Motor Car Company two 
films were shown by E. .1.

One was “Horse 
Sense and Horse Power," showing the 
dangers of reckless and stupid driv- 
ing. Tiie other film was "Wheels 
Across Africa," a pictorial story of 
the Leila Roosevelt Expedition last 
year. 

Chairmen of the various sub-com- 
mittees of tho chapter told of the 
arrangements being made for active 
functioning by their committees. Each 
sub-committee will hold a meeting dat- 
ing tho summer in preparation for the 
launching of a safety campaign in 
September.

Four Of Newton 
Family Drowned 
At Calgary, Can. 

Edward Wales of 201 Auburn st., 
Auburndale; ills wife .Ethel E. Wales, 
and their two daughters. Priscilla and 
Ruth Wales, were drowned last Thurs- 
day when the automobile in which 
they were riding plunged through the 
rail of a bridge near Calgary. Alberta 
and dropped into an irrigation canal. 
A third daughter, Eleanor W. Wales, 
managed to crawl through a window 
of the submerged car. reached the 
surface of the water, and was pulled 
from the canal by a man who had wit- 
nessed the tragedy. Philip Nled- 
zweeki, who saw the accident, stated 
that the car was traveling about 45 
miles an hour, struck a rut as it ap- 
proached the bridge, and went out of 
control. A Calgary garage manager 
said that apparently a tire blowout 
caused the accident.

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CAN INDUSTRY ABSORB THE WPA? 


This noontime a group of two hundred or more publishers 
of weekly and daily newspapers throughout the state, business 
leaders and WPA and state officials are conferring as to the 
possibility and as to the methods of private industry absorbing 
the thousands of WPA workers who were dropped from the 
rolls this week. The conference was called upon invitation 
of James Roosevelt, son and secretary of the President. Many 
persons saw in the issuance of the invitations for this con- 
ference a gesture upon the part of the younger Roosevelt for 
political support in the next state campaign. It has been fre- 
quently rumored that the latter will be a candidate for the 
governorship or lieutenant governorship of Massachusetts in 
1938. It is quite obvious that if Mr. Roosevelt can initiate or 
develop some program toward the accomplishment of this end 
that it will mean thousands of votes some sixteen months from 
now. For this reason the political angle cannot be overlooked. 
Yet it is rather unfortunate and possibly an injustice to him to 
have the cry of politics so loudly proclaimed. 

Those interested in government have realized for many 
months that the continuous expenditure of huge sums of 
money upon many unessential and useless projects could not 
go on. It is also evident that relief must be given to those in 
need. However, for too many months we have been encour- 
aging too many persons to lean upon the government rather 
than to make their own efforts to better relief conditions. 
There is a fairly large minority drawing upon government 
relief who are content to remain there indefinitely. We have 
continually maintained that the local administration of relief 
rather than its administration from Washington would pro- 
vide a more adequate method of promoting, encouraging, and 
insisting upon the return to private employment of this group 
of individuals. 

Another vital element in the solving of this problem is found 
in industry itself. During the depression years conditions were 
such that it was impractical, if not impossible, to train skilled 
workers in various trades. Thus there has been for some time 
a shortage of skilled and efficient labor for many positions 
which may well still be available, provided there were com- 
petent persons to fill them. Business in many lines has been 
excellent. Reports are frequent of “best business since 1929” 
— “peak volume now being produced” — and many other similar 
phrases. But it will not pay to be too optimistic. There is 
uncertainty in many industries, business is falling off, the peak 
has been passed. Are we now headed for another decline and 
another depression? Having achieved a glamorous second 
term, with the Supreme Court issue probably, although not 
definitely, decided without major change from our present set- 
up, with the government unable to balance its budget without 
drastic reduction and curtailment of expenditures, or even 
greater burdens of taxation, with the threat of inflation still a 
haunting spectre in the background, with the question of a 
third term a possibility but, we believe, a rather remote prob- 
ability, is the New Deal and the present administration near- 
ing the end of the trail? 

These questions make up the vicious cycle of political and 
social economics that present a problem which apparently is 
impossible to solve, yet which in time will solve itself — for 
better or for worse. And for the better if the brains, the 
wealth, the freedom, and the democracy of this country co- 
operate upon that basic principle that has been handed down 
from century upon century — heard, but too seldom heeded — 
“Do unto others as you would have them do unto you.” 


TO HELP YOUR NEIGHBOR— DESTROY RAGWEED 

Next week has been designated as Ragweed Week and 
Mayor Childs has issued a timely proclamation urging that 
Newton residents co-operate in destroying this weed which is 
so disagreeable to sufferers from hay fever. It is about the time 
of year when ragweed has grown to that state where the sum- 
mer breezes pick up the pollen. This pollen-laden air is taken 
into the lungs of persons whose nasal membranes are irritated 
by the ragweed pollen. Sneezing spasms and symptoms sim- 
ilar to summer colds are common. It is a most unpleasant 
thing to be afflicted with hay fever and the elimination of the 
ragweed which is so frequently a cause is one of the most 
effective and desirable means of helping to control it. Even 
though you may not be affected by ragweed yourself, you may 
help some fellow citizen who is, by sharing in the effort to 
destroy this obnoxious plant. 


THE COMPROMISE COURT BILL 

During the past two weeks Congress has been debating a 
compromise bill offered in place of the original proposal of 
President Roosevelt to enlarge the Supreme Court. The com- 
promise bill, nevertheless, fails to alter the principal objection 
to the entire plan as various members of the U. S. Senate have 
pointed out. The enlargement of the court with the resultant 
opportunity to appoint additional members to that body makes 
it possible for any Chief Executive, now or in the future, to 
bend the power of the highest court in the land to the will of 
the President then in office. The sudden death of Senator 
Robinson this week, prominently mentioned as the administra- 
tion choice for the existing vacancy on the bench, has changed 
the picture greatly. Senator Robinson was generally admired 
for his legislative ability, for his personality and for his staunch 
support of the New Deal. His critics were largely numbered 
among those who failed to agree with his politics and can see 
no good in anyone with whom they do not agree. As an admin- 
istration spokesman and legislative leader he was important 
and it is quite possible that his passing may also be ac- 
companied by the shelving of the entire Supreme Court issue.

Is your dog licensed? The execu- 
tive warrant for the killing of all un- 
licensed dogs within the city limits 
has been issued and will ho speedily 
enforced. Newton has now over 800 
dogs, a largo increase over nny former 
year. 


There seems to be a misunderstand- 
ing regarding the police force of this 
city. There are no day policemen ex- 
cept in Wards 1 and 2. Newton and 
West Newton. In tlio other wards the 
policeman is only on duty nights, and 
cannot, therefore, he held responsible 
for keeping order during the day. 
There is no additional appropriation 
for more police. The Mayor has no 
authority to add to the number now 
on duty, except in the case of those 
Wards through which the Boston 
water aqueduct is being built, and 
then only in case of special need. 


Among tile activities planned by 
the group of WPA workers now mak- 
ing a trafllc survey in this city is a 
study of conditions at West Newton 
square. So far as we can observe, 
and according to reports from per- 
sons in business at West Newton 
square, existing trafllc conditions there 
are quite satisfactory, and there L 
no need for any study. Last year five 
trafllc signals were installed at and 
near the square, and the result was 
that for months trafllc was unneees 
sarily delayed at that section, and 
many thousands of nutoists greatly in- 
convenienced. In addition. West. New- 
ton business men suffered a serious 
loss of business. As a result of pro- 
tests, a few months ago the operation 
of the many signals at the square and 
at Chestnut and Washington sts., was 
abandoned. Since then, trafllc lias 
flowed smoothly at West Newton, pro- 
vision has been made so that pedes- 
trians can cross safely, everyone seems 
satisfied. So. leave well enough alone. 
There is no need for further expert 
treatment of trafllc at West Newton. 
One experience was enough. 


On July -Itli as we drove through 
Ashby and Rindge, New Hampshire 
we passed a couple of trucks carrying 
small, racing automobiles to the dirt 
race-track at Keene. As wo passed 
the location of tin- race track in Keene, , 
the crowd was already gathering to 
witness the races that were to lie 
held on that Sunday afternoon. On 
the following day, July 5th. we read 
that an Everett youth had been killed 
while contesting in one of the races, 
and that two spectators had been in- 
jured there; a young woman received 
a broken leg. and a man had an arm 
broken when a racing car got out of 
! control. On July 5th a contestant in 
an automobile race at Weymouth was 
killed. Wo have safety drives and 
more safety drives to lessen the car- 
nage caused by automobiles. Yet. 
these senseless automobile races are 
permitted on dirt tracks which make 
accidents almost certain, with result- 
ant fatalities to the speed-mad youths 
who contest, and injuries to the spec- 
tators who go to such races in an- 
ticipation of seeing casualties among 
the drivers. Furthermore, such races 
: stimulate youths and even girls who 
see them, to indulge in reckless speed- 
ing on highways. 


We have received a complaint that 
In Newton, as elsewhere, persons have 
been retained on WPA work who are 
less in need than some who wore 
dropped, and whose families nre in 
comfortable circumstances. 

Electrical connections have been 
laid at Washington and Jewett sts . 
and Watertown and Adams sts. for lie 
pedestrian trafllc signals to lie in- 
stalled there These signals have long 
been needed, a number of fatal acci- 
dents having occurred at both these 
places. Personally, we believe there 
an- inti ay intersections in the city 
where a signal was more needed than 
tin- expensive one to he Installed at 
tin- wide-open intersection of Beacon 
and Walnut sts. In our opinion, STOP 
signs on Beacon st. would have suf- 
flced As for going to the considerable 
expense involved by tin placing of a 
signal tit the corner of Washington 
and Concord sts.. we believe this Is 
ridiculous. There an- hundreds of 
stieet intersections more dangerous 
titan this, when one i (insiders the rclu-i 
lively small amount of truffle on Con- 
cord st. Two pluei in Lower Falls I 
which constitute greater traffic haz- 
ards are the intersection of Washing- 
ton and Beacon sts., and the inter- 
section of Washington and Grove sts. 

Another delay has been effected 
through a legal technicality in enforc- 
i in>- tin- zoning law us regard the big 
] gravel pit at Oak Hill. In the mean- 
lime this business continues to oper- 
ate it lias for the past year, despite t 


l lie action taken many months ago by 
llie Board of Aldermen when it re- 
fused to again renew the temporary 
permit for the operation of the pit 
there. It is such dilatoriness on the 
part of our courts which is a big 
factor in the growing disrepect fol- 
low. 


Senator Joe Itobinson will not be a 
new member of the United States Su- 
preme Court. The popular statesman 
from Arkansas was a man of ability, 
courage and likable personality. His 
death may tend to settle the contro- 
versy between the President and Con- 
gress over the Supreme Court, or it 
may make t lie President and his sup- 
porters more determined. 


It takes only a few hot days such 
as we had Inst week to make any per- 
son with even a small amount of 
brains to realize how puny a creature 
man is. The sun is about 92.100,000 
miles from the earth, and its heat is 
estimated at about 10,832 degrees.

Busses and trucks had taken its pas- 
senger and freight trudo, those who 
had operated the road in the pros- 
perous days hud ceased to own it. 
and tlio road and its franchise hud 
been bought up at a decidedly bar- 
gain price. When tlio Worcester turn- 
pike became assured, it was notice- 
able that some freight cars were 
again running over the B. & W. The 
franchise was purchased by the De- 
partment of Public Works without tho 
approval of Governor Ely and ills 
Executive Council and they refused 
to give their approval. A few In- 
dividuals profit greatly by the big 
award for a street railway franchise 
which on actual business that road 
was doing, had little value. And t lie

A real leader in campus life nnd 
athletics at Brown University during 
llie last four years, Jackson Herbert 
Skillings of Newton Centre is the sub- 
ject of Fred Dauten's sports portrait 
of the week. From tho moment he en- 
tered the university in the Fall of 
1933 until, as Chief Marshal, he led 
the senior class through commence- 
ment exercises three weeks ago. Jack 
Skillings has many times been 
Brown's man of tho hour He played 
varsity hockey and tennis three years 
at Brown, was captain of both teams 
in 1937 and of tennis in 1935 as well. 

Coming to Newton from Brighton 
High in 1930. Jack had already shown 
promise in swimming, track, baseball 
and hockey. He was chosen all-scho- 
lastic goalie of the Greater Boston in- 
terseholastic hockey loop in 1932, af- 
ter combining with versatile Warren 
Huston to place Newton High among 
the top-ranking teams for the last 
time under the regime of the late Dr. 
Martin. He also played tennis at New- 
ton. although lie had proved a natural 
second baseman tit Brighton, and built 
up a sound, steady game along gener- 
ally defensive lines. At Wilbraham 
Academy, after being graduated from 
Newton, Jack played soccer, hockey, 
baseball and tennis, and was grad- 
uated cum laudc. 

In September, 1933, Jack Skillings 
entered Brown University. He was 
made captain of freshman hockey and 
tennis teams, and took the pledge of 
I*lil Gamma Delta, lie was named as 
a sophomore to the Vigilance Commit- 
tee and the Dormitory Council, and 
was chosen for the latter office in his 
Junior year. In his third year, he was 
voted secretary of the Brown Key, 
chairman of t I k- Prom committee, and 
took preliminary honors in history. 
He made the Dean's list and was 
awarded the Lnutit scholarship, the 
largest given to tut undergraduate at 
Brown. In his last year, lie served as 
a captain In I lie Christian Association 
drive, was secretary of the Cummuri- 
an Club, and secretary of the Under- 
graduate Athletic Council. As Chief 
Marshal of the senior ( lass. Jack made 
the welcoming speech to Alumni amt 
visiting dignitaries on Class Day. and 
enjoyed the signal honor of leading 
the entire procession down College 
Hill to Brown's 159th Commencement 
exercises, lie was presented after tin 
exercises with a cash gift from the 
30-year class, 1907. 

In hockey, Jack Skillings was 
Brown’s varsity goalie us soon as he 
was eligible for intercollegiate com- 
petition. He had a great seusou even 
us a sophomore, turning in 75 saves 
ugainsl Harvard in one contest. After 
a surgical operation on his knee la 
September, 1935, lie returned to hock- 
ey as agile us ever When Brown de- 


feated Yale 5-4 in a blistering over- 
time game at. New Haven for the first 
time in many years last winter, the 
entire Yale team surrounded Skillings 
alter the game to congratulate him 
for his share in it. Jack played No. 2 
on (lie varsity tennis team as a soph- 
omore. t lieu alternated between No. 1 
and No. 2 for the next two years. Last 
season lie had a personal record of 11 
wins and two defeats in singles, los- 
ing to Cornell and Harvard opponents. 

There has been much talk, none of 
it. very definite or conclusive, to the 
effect that Jack Skillings would soon 
he tendered a chance in professional 
hockey. Most of t lie rumors originate 
in Providence, where the former New- 
ton High goalie's peerless defense of 
tile Brown nets attracted large crowds 
to Brown’s home games in tho Provi- 
dence Arena for t lie last threo win- 
ters. 

Skillings actually had one chance to 
play goal for the Providence Rods 
against the Springfield Indians last 
season. When his final game in the

him to play tile next night. Not that 
their regular net-minder was sick, but 
both teams had already made the 
Fontaine Cup playoffs, and the sched- 
uled game would have no bearing on 
tlie Canudiuu-American league ti'le. 
So. in an effort to build up a game t hat 
had little or nothing at stake, the 
Reds made a hid for tile services of 
Jack Skillings, a real drawing card In 
the Providence rink. 

It was no mean temptation for 
Skillings, wlio would liuvo been glad 
to test himself in fast professional 
competition. Nothing was said about 
money, but the mere fact of his ap- 
pearance on tile ice with the Reds 
would have jeopardized his amateur 
standing. And with u full seusou ol 
tennis ahead, the sport lie hud been 
twice elected to captain, Jack could- 
n't take tlie chance. So he turned It 
down cold. 

The chances are that he will get 
another crack at professional hockey, 
and that lie will lie ready and willing 
when tlio chance comes. Rumors 
floating uhout Providence have ul- 
ready linked him witli tlie Reds, the 
Boston Bruins, and the Chicago 
Bluckhuwks. Very likely the Black- 
hawks will be interested, what witii 
Major McLaughlin's determined at- 
tempt to build that cluh into an all- 
American unit. If lie should Hign witli 
tilt* Bruins after a Afyout in tlie full, 
Jack will probably he sent to file Her- 
shey, Pomiu., club for seasoning. 

He lives at 2 Willow ter., Newton 
Centre, witli his purents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur E. Skillings. He stands a shade 
under six feet tall, weighs 155 pounds, 
ami was 22 years old In January.

WPA Concert July 
27 In Auburndale 

Amplifying System Will Broad- 
cast Musical Program 


The Newton WPA Symphony Or- 
chestra under tlie supervision of Al- 
bert H. Webber, and Herman C. Sul- 
zen, Conductor, presented tlie fourth 
in a series of outdoor concerts at the 
Auhtirndnle playground, Common- 
wealth ave. and Islington rd„ last eve- 
ning to an audience of about 2500 
music enthusiasts. 

Miss Ruth E. Hearse, soprano so-

At a tim,e when native 
spiritual choruses are enjoying a 
wave of well deserved popularity, the 
American Folk Singers group is pa- 
ticularly Interesting.

Aldermen Appropriate 

$17,500 For Land At West 
Newton For New School 


Alderman Temperley Objects To Acceptance of Inferior Streets 
— $2000 For New Ceiling at Weeks Jr. High School 


A meeting of tlie Newton Board of 
Aldermen was held on Monday night. 
Hearings were held on the petition of 
the Newton Motor Sales Company for 
a permit to sell automobiles on a lot 
of land at the corner of Pearl and Cen- 
tre sts.. Newton, and petitions from 
the Edison and telephone companies 
for pole locations on Lenox st.. High- 
land and Lowell aves. The permit was 
granted to the Newton Motor Sales 
Company, and for the pole locations on 
Highland ave. Because of protests 
from neighbors, the permit for poles on 
Lenox st. was held up. 

A hearing was held on petitions for 
improving and accepting Blithedale 
st . Newtonville; Varick rd. and Wa- 
ban ave. in Waban. under the better- 
ment law. Several residents of Blithe- 
dale rd. opposed the petition to have 
this rd. improved. They said abuttors 
have kept the short street in good con- 
dition. and its recent poor state was 
caused by heavy trucking as a result 
of new houses having been built on the 
street. Mrs. Anne Clafiin Connors, 
speaking against the petition, protest- 
ed against the daily closing of Elm 
rd.. from which Blithedale rd. runs. 
She said Elm rd had been given to the 
city through tlie generosity of William 
Clafiin. and was supposed to be kept 
open as a public way. Instead, it is 
closed to traffic during the hours when 
the high school is open. Some years 
ago the city built a tunnel under Elm 
rd. to permit tbe passage of pupils 
from one school building to the other. 
This tunnel cost $50,000 but is com- 
paratively little used Persons favoring 
the acceptance of Blithedale rd. said 
stones have been thrown onto their 
yards from the street, and trucks 
driven onto lawns because of the 
condition of the street. 

The petition of H. E. Edgar for a 
permit to erect a 4 car garage on a 
different location at 1200 Walnut st.. 
other than that granted, was held 
in committee. Permits were granted 
to Hattie Townsend to attach a 2 car 
garage to a dwelling at 56 Benning- 
ton st.: and to the Kingsbury Trust 
for a 2 car garage at 339 Hammond 
st. The Gulf Oil Company was given 
a permit to erect a lubricating build- 
ing at 1639 Centre* > * Petitions not 
granted were those of William Shaugh- 
nessv for two taxi licenses at 239 
Washington st.. Newton: William 
Burns. 233 Auburn st. for a junk li- 
cense: Albert Patch of Boston for a 
street musician's license A hearing 
was set for August 23 on the peti- 
tion from Eva Applebaum for a gaso- 
line station permit at the southeast 
corner of Commonwealth ave. and 
Lexington sts.. Auburndale. 

The city engineer's report on sew- 
ers in Reservoir Drive. Pierpont. Brae 
Burn. Walnut Hill rds. and St Mary 
st.. were accepted. A petition was 
received for a sewer in Wyoming rd 
When the orders were received for the 
acceptance of Lockwood. Heatherlund. 
Verndale and Upland rds . and Con- 
sens Circle under the general law 
Alderman Temperley objected to the 
acceptance of streets which have been 
built by real estate developers, and 
which are not so well constructed as 
those built by city employees, and 
paid for by abuttors under the better- 
ment law.

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INDUSTRY AND THE WPA 

The proposed plan to develop a method of absorbing WPA 
employees in private industry for which James Roosevelt 
called a conference of newspaper publishers, officials and 
others interested had rather a short life when it was revealed 
that the Associated Industries of Massachusetts are dealing 
with this problem. Last week’s conference resulted in the ap- 
pointment of a committee to consider the suggestions made and 
early this week it was reported that the committee had turned 
everything over to the committee of the industries which has 
been functioning for some time. It is rather obvious that the 
latter are vitally interested in the increase of production and 
consumption which must come before increased employment 
can be offered. And at the same time increased purchasing 
power by the wage-earners must come in order to furnish the 
necessary market. The simple economics of the problem 
show a circle of events which makes it difficult to provide 
a starting point for any improvement in the cycle. 


WORTHY OF DUPLICATION 

From the worst city in its class in the country from the stand- 
point of automobile accidents to the best in little more than a 
year is the record made by the city of Quincy. And, according 
to officials of that city there is no secret to the success — 
methodical, hard work in the traffic department of the Police 
Department. Not only the collection of data upon all acci- 
dents, but action as well — arrests or warnings, installation of 
traffic lights, regulations or devices; through the courts or 
the registrar of motor vehicles. In short, by co-operation. No 
investigation is ever filed until it is closed — it is never closed 
until action of some kind has been taken. What has been done 
in Quincy can be done in Newton and although Newton’s 
accident record may not be the worst it can be improved.

Newton Attorney Takes 
Summer Courses in 

Italian Institute 

Everett W Crawford. Newton at- 
torney. Is one of the 67 Americans 
from all parts of the U. S. to lake 
the summer university courses given 
here by the Itnlo-Amerlcnn Association 
of the Interuniversity Institute 

The Inauguration of the courses 
today was attended by U. S. Ambassa- 
dor William Phillips and by Count 
Galenzzo Clano, Italy’s foreign min- 
ister. and by some of the leading fig- 
ures in Italy. 

Mr. Crawford is taking courses tn 
archaeology, Roman topography, Lat- 
in literature, Roman antiquities, Ital- 
ian literature and lnnguage, the his- 
tory of art and modern history. These 
subjects will keep Mr. Crawford In 
Rome until August 22, when the sum- 
mer school period ends. 

Some of the modern courses are 
given by Professor Allesandro DeMasi, 
one of Italy's outstanding educators. 
This fall Professor DeMasi will visit 
Boston's institutions of learning os 
a part of the tour of American uni- 
versities for which he is preparing. 
He may also lecture. 

A lover of Italy and its art. Mr. 
Crawford described some of the ad- 
vantages which, as a foreign student, 
he enjoys. 

In addition to the regular classes, 
he stated, part of the curriculum con- 
sists of excursions to some of the 
most important historical points of 
interest In the country. Throughout 
the summer period they may visit 
all tlte national museums and galler- 
ies without charge. 

They are granted eonsidernble price 
concessions in entertainment, con- 
certs. opera and even in their living 
quarters and their meals. These are 
available only to properly accredited 
foreign students and are imposed by 
the Government for their benefit. 

According to Mr. Crawford, summer 
students are encouraged to visit other 
parts of Italy ns well. Upon enroll- 
ment. they are given six vouchers, 
each of which entitles the holder to a 
trip anywhere in Italy at a reduction 
of 50 per cent under the normal fare. 

“The courses have come to cost 
me exactly nothing," declared Mr. 
Crawford, amusedly. “Because the 
advantages I’ve received as a result 
of my enrollment will more than off- 
set, by August 22nd, the actual cost 
of the courses themselves. 

“And when one considers that we 
spend tourist lire at 21 instead of 
18.00 to the dollar, it's no wonder | 
that more American students have 
come to Italy this year to study at 
Perugia. Rome and elsewhere than at 
any time since 1926. 

“On every hand, so far, I have no- 
ticed the visible signs of the Gov- 
ernment's efforts to make foreign 
students feel as comfortable and en- 
tirely at home as possible.” 

Mr. Crawford plans on returning to 
Newton in September.

In consequence, he 
has got to get grinding elsewhere, nnd 
for this reason Albert Brackett’s mill 
is now in constant operation. 


Tuesday night the Hook & Ladder 
Company turned out for some practice 
which took place at t lie Adams School 
on Crafts street, Newtonville. They 
took u spliced ladder, 55 feet long, 
from the truck, spliced it, put it up 
against the side of the building, nnd a 
man went up in 2 3/4 minutes; which 
is doing remarkably well for a newly 
organized company. 

An attempt was made Sunday night 
about 12 o’clock to burn the Newton- 
ville depot. It was the second at- 
tempt. The fire was started in the 
toilet, which must have been entered 
by false keys as it had been kept 
locked. The alarm was given by 
Engineer Whitmey of a passing 
fi eight train. The fire was under 
good headway when discovered and 
would have consumed the building 
except that the slated roof confined 
the flames. An alarm was sent from 
Rox 23 and in 5 minutes Engine 1 
was on hand. The water in the reser- 
voir at Newtonville square was soon 
exhausted, hut the well nearby fur- 
nished an abundant supply to quench 
the flames. The loss was about $800. 
There is a strong feeling of indigna- 
tion in the village against the in- 
cendiary. The discomforts of a car 
for a depot, is now realized by the 
worst croaker who heretofore wished 
for a better depot.

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The pedestrian slgnnls at Washing- 
ton nml Jewett sts., Newton nnd at 
Watertown and Adams sts., Nonnntum I 
have been in operation for the past i 
week. They nre much appreciated by ' 
the many pedestrians who, heretofore, 
had to cross these Intersections at 
great hazard during heavy traffic pe- 
riods. But, another traffic hazard has 
been created since the signals were 
installed. Young girls and hoys, most- 
ly the latter, have been playing with 
the signals nnd unnecessarily stop- 
ping traffic. As there Is danger of 
rear end collisions when such slgnnls 
aro set twice In rapid succession, 
youngsters who persist in fooling with 
thorn should bo made to appear at 
West Newton court house before the 
proper officials. 


A representative of the Newton 
Lower Falls Improvement Association 
called on us the other day relative 
to the criticism we had last week 
about the installation of a truffle sig- 
nal at the junction of Washington and 
Concord sts. He admitted that while 
the traffic on Concord st. is not heavy, 
there Is a dangerous, blind corner 
thore, nnd that another reason for 
the request for the truffle signal Is — 
to give pedestrians n chance to cross 
Washington st. in safety. 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. John Tern- 
perley, the Nestor of the Board, 
showed the knowledge he has acquired 
by over 40 years experience in city 
affairs by raising an objection to the 
acceptance of certain new streets un- 
der the general laws. These streets 


had been built by private parties who 
are developing real estate in this city, 
and Alderman Temperley objected to 
their acceptance because the taxpay- 
ers of Newton will hnve to pay within 
u few years for the reconstruction of 
extensive repairs lo these streets. In 
past years the city ordinances pro- 
vided that a street could be accepted 
| when It had a gravel till of 8 Inches, 
and a tarred surface. Such a street 
would not stand up long under mod- 
ern traffic conditions. So. n few years 
ago the specifications wero changed 
so that a more substantial surface 
was put on streets. This is known as 
Type B and consists of 2 Inches of 
compressed tnrvla-treated stone over 
the gravel filling. All streets hullt 
and accepted under the Betterment 
| Law for the past several years have 
been constructed of Type B. Under 
the Betterment Law almttors on a 
street must pay for the cost of Its 
construction, and the cost is assessed 
over a period of 10 years. The work 
is done by city employees. Under the 
general lnw persons developing renl 
estate can have a street constructed 
by a private contractor. The street, 
if it meets with the approval of the 
City Engineer nnd Street Commis- 
sioner, can then he accepted by the 
city. 

When Type B was adopted a few 
years ago for street construction, the 
then chairman of the Public Works 
Committee, Alderman Murray, advo- 
cated that the city ordinance he 
changed so ns to mnkp the use of this 
typo compulsory. The City Solicitor, 
however, thought such a change would

NEWTON SPORTS REVIEW NO. 6 



Drawn from life for the GRAPHIC 
this week is James Joseph Byrne, 
widely known In Newton as "Bullet.” 
Twenty years old last March, he is 
pointing for a career In professional 
baseball, although he will not he grad- 
uated from Boston College until 1940. 
Right now he Is working us a city 
playground Instructor at Cabot Park. 
Newtonville. and is first string catcher 
for Mass. Knitting Mills in the Bos- 
ton Park League. 

Byrne has the physique of a big- 
leugue ball player, carrying 185 pounds 
well distributed over u six-foot-three- 
inch frame. He is a remarkable hit- 
ter, having hatted over .375 on the 
average for the last five years. In 
the Park League, he was hitting an 
even .500 pace after 24 games, and 
he hit .486 last spring for the Bos- 
ton College freshman nine, a team 
that lost two games in ten. nnd 
tlioso to the pitching of Newton’s 
James “Fatty” Bagley of Providence 
College freshmen. 

James Joseph is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas P. Byrne of 417 Centre 
st., Newton, nnd hns nn avid home 
following of two brothers nnd three 
sisters. One explanation the family 
offers for his batting prowess is that 
his mother's maiden name was Ca- 
sey. Be that as it may, Jim started 
his athletic career at Bigelow Jun- 
ior high, going to Newton High in 
1931. This was the senior year of 
Warren Huston, Connie Mark's short- 
stop discovery from Newtonville, hut 
Jim was good enough to lit on both 
football and baseball varsities even 
as a sophomore, although over- 
shadowed by Huston's hrlUlunt last 
year in both fields. “Bullet” was al- 
ways at tils best against Watertown 
and Waltham. He broke into high 
school prominence in the first game 
of 1931, when ns n sophomore, lie 
pulled two touchdown passes out of 
the air to defeat Watertown. The 
Waltham game of 1932 was one of 
glory for the Newton right end, and 
Newton upset an undefeated Leary 
eleven by ti n “Bullet” was described 
as "a red light on defense." and 
snared a long pass to set up the only 
score of the game, Newton's last vic- 
tory in this hitter series to date. 

Jim played two years of high school 
basketball, reac hing Ills peak In 1935 
as pivot mail for Allan Smith and 
Ted Lathe on Frank Simmons’ league- 
leading team, on which he was third 
highest scorer. la baseball, "Bullet" 
held down first Imse on Huston's very 
good team, lilt ting uround .25(1 as a 
sophomore. He pulled that average 
right up to .385 the next year, how- 
ever. and raised it again to .395 Ills 
last year at Newton, when Jeff Jones 


used him as a utility player. He was 
picked for the all-coaches football 
team in 1933, and gave Bible Fletcher, 
now of the Boston Bees, a close run 
for first, base honors in the 1934 base- 
ball selections. In a game Newton 
won from Rindge Tech in 1934, Byrne 
set the Suburban League record for 
putouts with a total of 21, three of 
them on ground halls nnd 18 on rou- 
tine assists. 

Jim is generous in praise of coach- 
es wlio have helped him along in base- 
ball. First there was Jimmy Dunn, 
who steered him through five years of 
Newton Twi League ball on the Boys’ 
Club nine, then Jeff Jones at the 
High School, who was also glad to 
have "Bullet" on the old Scholastics 
in the Twi League. Then after New- 
ton High. Jim went to Dean Academy, 
and the famous Dan Sullivan took 
him in hand and made a catcher 
out of him, as he had done with Mic- 
key Cochrane and Gabby Hartnett in 
other years, before the big league 
teams knew they existed. And It Is 
111 their steps that Jim Byrne hopes 
he is moving when Mickey Cochrane 
brings the Detroit Tigers hero next 
week. He lias been given the chance 
to work out with the Tigers at Fen- 
way Park while they are here, and 
will have his first renl opportunity to 
show in professional company. 

In June two baseball teams com- 
posed largely of Newton boys went to 
St. John, N. B., in an attempt to 
start semi-pro baseball In that city. 
Although the junket fell through when 
the promoters hacked out, the St. 
John newspapers saw enough of the 
players to spot "Bullet” ns the real 
hall player in a fair lot, with his clean 
eat at the plate and Ills deadly whip to 
second base. Right now lie is playing 
a grand game as regular catcher for 
Mass. Knitting, current leaders in 
the Western division of the Boston 
Park League, and is hutting over .450. 
He thanks Bill Hiinnefleld of Newton- 
ville, former big league player and 
leading hitter for Muss. Knitting, for 
tips that are constantly helping to 
perfect him in the right technique of 
playing hasehuU’s most difficult posi- 
tion. 

Probably Byrne's tryout with the 
Tigers next week will not be his lust 
contact with professional baseball, 
because good catchers are rare, oven 
on the fastest minor league teums. 
But "Bullet" insists that he will fin- 
ish at Boston College. And to prove 
that he is no tramp athlete, he made 
an average of .81 in I he first half 
of Ills freshman year, slipping to 79 
In I lit- baseball season.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN THE 
UNITED STATES 


TIh> outstanding factor In tile Im 
mediate business outlook is tho in- 
creasing seriousness of the labor sit- 
uation. states the current Issue of "The 
Guaranty Survey." published by the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York. 
Strikes and disorders at numerous 
points not only have affected the gen- 
eral level of business activity but 
have had an even more pronounced In- 
lluenee on sentiment, “Tho Survey" 
continues. The feeling appears to be 
growing among business men that the 
present relations between labor and 
capital contain possibilities of such 
a serious nature that the entire recov- 
ery movement may be imperiled, with 
untold losses to both sides, unless 
some change of a rather fundamental 
sort can be brought about.

ments have given rlso to a four on 
tho part of business men that recent 
legislative efforts lo regulate Indus- 
trial relations with tho avowed aim 
of preventing labor disputes have had 
exactly tho opposite effect and that 
it is difficult, if not Impossible, to fore- 
see an end te the present epidemic 
of strikes ns long ns tho legislative 
background remains unaltered. 

Trends In Basic Industries 

Reports from Hie steel industry in- 
dicate that the strike is exerting less 
Influence on market conditions than 
might ho expected. While there are 
signs that orders for somo products 
are being diverted from strike-bound 
plants to others, no general tendency 
In tills direction is visible; and it ap- 
pears that tlic majority of consum- 
ers are well supplied for the time be- 
ing. However, some anxiety Is ex- 
pressed ns to the ability of the indus- 
try to supply enough tin plate for tho 
canning of late crops If tho strike 
continues for sovoral weeks more. Out- 
put has declined sharply, amounting 
at present to 75 per cent of capacity. 

Automobile production lias also 
been nffected to some extent by 
strikes, although, as far as can now 
he seen, this influence is only tem- 
porary. Tho construction industry 
continues to show very slow progress 
toward higher levels of activity. 

General Business Fairly Stable 

Business in general is apparently 
being maintained at a volume that is 
encouraging in view of the striko sit- 
uation, I lie normal seasonal tendoncy 
toward lower levels in certain lines, 
and the numerous other elements of 
uncertainty at home and abroad. Tho 
movement of railway freight lias de- 
clined in recent weeks by slightly 
more than the normal seasonal 
amount but remains substantially 
larger than a year ago. Electric 
power production has shown no sig- 
nificant recession from the high lev- 
els that have been maintained in re- 
cent months. Sales of department 
and chain stores show approximately 
the normal seasonal gains and con- 
tinue to run considerably higher than 
the 1936 figures. Factory employ- 
ment has shown a slight increase 
contrary to the usual seasonal tend- 
ency. 

It Is in security and commodity 
markets that tho effects of adverse 
influences have been most apparent. 
Stock prices, for tile most part, have 
drifted toward lower levels in excep- 
tionally dull trading. The weekly in- 
dex of wholesale commodity prices 
compiled by the United States De- 
partment of Labor lias shown two suc- 
cessive declines and stands at the 
lowest level since the first week In 
March.

I lie too drastic, and the majority of the 
Public Works Committee agreed with 
him. So, it Is still permissible to 
build the old type street of gravel 
with tarred top: a street surface that 
soon becomes rutted and worn. 

At the meeting on Monday night Al- 
derman Temperley raised the point 
that it Is unfair to Newton taxpayers 
to permit real estate developers to 
build inferior streets, have them ac- 
cepted. and then, within a few years 
Newton people are being taxed for 
the rebuilding of such poor streets. 
The argument has been offered that 
it would deter real estate develop- 
ment in this city if the more expen- 
sive Type B construction would be 
made compulsory. It lias also been 
argued that some of the streets ac- 
cepted under the general law have 
only a couple of houses completed on 
them. Other houses will soon be built, 
excavations must be made for water, 
sewer, gas connections, so why build 
a 'more expensive Type It street, to 
have It cut up? 

There are experienced realtors, 
builders and men versed in city gov- 
ernment who do not enthuse over too 
rapid growth of a city. In such a 
growth Inferior development may oc- 
cur. as well as superior development 
There has been a tremendous amount 
of building in Newton the (last cou- 
ple of years. Much of it has been high 
class. Some of it has been nothing 
to brag about. Certainly, Newton 
building mechanics have not benefltted 
to the degree one would suppose. Most 
of the labor on the new residences 
constructed in Newton the past few 
years has been supplied by non-resi- 
dents of Newton: many of whom re- 
ceived considerably less than the wage 
scales paid in past years to Newton 
building mechanics. And the build- 
ing of hundreds of new houses, while 
it adds much to tax revenues, also en- 
tails large municipal expenditures for 
public schools and other municipal ac- 
tivities. 

Last Friday we attended t lie confer- 
ence called by James Roosevelt at 
the Parker House in Boston. Mr. 
Roosevelt had requested newspaper 
publishers and editors to attend, but. 
as might lie expected, a number of 
politicians and political parasites 
ted into the conference room. 


| was not Mr. Roosevelt’s fault. We 
believe lie Is sincere in his plan to 
have newspapers aid the 36,000 per- 
sons to be dropped from WPA pay- 
rolls in this State by giving free ad- 
vertising to such of these unemployed 
as may seek work. But, more than 
I newspaper advertising will be re- 
quired to put those laid off from 
WPA projects Into private employ- 
ment. There Is and will be a definite 
ovci supply of labor due to the in- 
creasing elimination of human labor 
by mechanical devices. 

Mr. Roosevelt in his campaign to 
procure employment for persons dis- 
charged from the WPA, will also be 
handicapped bv the belief on the part 
of a large percentage of people that 
thousands of WPA Jobs have been and 
are held by men and women not en- 
titled to the relief they have been and 
are obtaining through this agency, and 
to the knowledge that many men and 
women are receiving better incomes 
under the WPA than they did in pri- 
vate employment This not only holds 
true of the WPA. but also of other 
Federal activities started and con- 
ducted as relief measures.

Kashmir, Isolated, Has 

Real Mixture of People 

On tlie southern slopes of the Him- 
nlayas lies the native Indian state of 
Kashmir. It occupies a number of 
successive stops or valleys, the larg- 
est and richest of which is the fa- 
mous “Vale of Cashmir,” approxi- 
mately eighty miles long and twen- 
ty-five miles wide. With an average 
elevation of 6,000 feet, it is surround- 
ed by lofty mountain ranges, and 
is separated from the plains of 
northern India by rocky barriers 
fifty to seventy-five miles in width. 

Despite this isolated geographical 
location, its inhabitants, the Kash- 
miris, are a mixed people. They are 
typical representatives of the Indo- 
Afghan races of northwestern India 
and Afghanistan. Medium in stat- 
ure, though quite variale in height, 
they have rather long heads, with 
regular features and a tendency to 
prominence of the nose, which is 
usually straight or convex. Their 
skin color is light transparent 
brown; they have dark eyes and 
black, wavy hair. 

The Kashmiri language is classed 
among the Indo-Aryan group, but 
shows an undercurrent of a more 
primitive dialect. In religion most 
of the Kashmiris are Mohamme- 
dans, but about one-quarter are 
Brahmans, and it is a common sight 
to see a holy man sitting under a 
tree surrounded by his disciples, or 
sunk in deep meditation in the atti- 
tude of prayer. 


First Zoo, in China, Was 

Operated About 1100 B. C. 

Caged animals have always fas- 
cinated man. It's probable that 
even primitive man had menageries 
of a sort. The first recorded zoo, 
however, was in China, advises a 
writer in the Washington Post. 

Set up about 1100 B. C., it was 
named “Intelligence Park.” Ancient 
Chinese scientists thus learned zo- 
ology. 

Even before that, the idea of col- 
lecting animals had taken root. The 
easiest way to win the favor of an 
ancient ruler was to present him 
with a wild beast. 

From China we jump a long way 
to the next organized zoos. Although 
Romans kept lions, they weren't for 
everybody’s amusement, as many 
an unfortunate captive discovered 
before being fed to the beasts. 

It was in the Middle ages that 
i zoos, as we know them, began. Hen- 
| ry I of England probably had the 
i first zoo of note, in the Twelfth cen- 
j tury. Years later, France’s Philip 
I IV followed his example. 

I On this side of the water zoos 
1 started at about the same time. 
Spanish conquerors in Mexico found 
that Aztec rulers had had menag- 
eries. 

We switch back to Europe for 
what is usually conceded to be the 
oldest zoo still attracting crowds. 


Foreign Titles 

The Constitution of the United 
States does not forbid American cit- 
izens to take titles or honors from 
foreign governments despite an agi- 
tation in the early part of the last 
century to put one there. Congress 
in 1810 submitted to the states a 
proposed amendment which would 
have forfeited the American citizen- 
ship of any person “who shall ac- 
cept, claim, receive or retain any 
title of nobility or honor, or shall, 
without the consent of Congress, ac- 
cept and retain any present, pen- 
sion, office or emolument of any 
kind whatever, from any emperor, 
king, prince or foreign power.” The 
amendment could not muster suffi- 
cient ratifications among the states, 
and after 1814 expired without fur- 
ther attention. 


Deadwood Dick From England 

Deadwood Dick was born on De- 
cember 18, 1845, in England and 
came to the United States when he 
was sixteen years old. While he 
was still a young man he joined a 
party of prospectors in Illinois and 
went overland to the Black Hills in 
search of gold. His real name was 
Richard Clarke. He was a typical 
plainsman, swaggering, always 
ready for excitement, chivalrous 
and handy with his fists or guns. 
He drove a stage coach, worked as 
a miner, rode the Pony Express 
and was a member of a vigilante 
band. 


Kiev, Old City of U. S. S. R. 

Kiev, situated on the banks of the 
Dnieper river, is one of the oldest 
cities of the U. S. S. R., its history 
dating back to the Eleventh cen- 
tury, and one of the most pictur- 
esque cities in Europe. Of unique 
interest is Saint Sophia cathedral, 
carrying on its 1 ,000-ycar-old walls 
many priceless frescoes which are 
gradually being rediscovered under 
the subsequent layers of paint add- 
ed through the centuries. In Kiev, 
the center of Ukrainian culture and 
art, is located the All-Ukrainian 
Academy of Sciences, the Ukrain- 
ian National Library and a mag- 
nificent opera. 


Dacres Commanded the Guerriere 

Capt. James Richard Dacres com- 
manded the Guerriere, defeated by 
the Constitution on August 10, 1812, 
in one of the most famous naval 
engagements of all times, Dacres 
and his crew, made prisoner by 
Capt. Isaac Hull, were taken to Bos- 
ton by Old Ironsides. News of Hull’s 
brilliant victory electrified and in- 
spired the nation; the legend of 
British naval invincibility hud been 
dispelled.

Newtonville Youth 
Wins Natl. Jr. Title 


Robert Campbell Qoldich, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. David E. Goldich of 136 Blako 
st„ Newtonville, last week swept the 
junior events in the 67th champion- 
ship of the National Archery Associa- 
tion, held at Franklin and Marshall 
College, Lancaster, Pa. A member of 
the Newton Archers, Robert is ono of 
the youngest boys ever to win the na- 
tional title, since his fourteenth birth- 
day was last Monday, after ho had won 
the national championship.

Lose WPA Relief, 
City Must Aid Them 

Taxpayers of Newton will have to 
support a large number of citizens and 
aliens, and their dependents, because 
of the discharge from WPA list in this 
city during the past few weeks of 
scores of persons. Over 50 aliens, who 
have been receiving Federal aid for 
the past few years, were dropped from 
the lists. So were a considerable num- 
ber of citizens. Most of these persons 
have not been able to find work, and 
will be dependent on the welfare de- 
partment of the city. 

During 1936 the Newton Welfare De- 
partment expended $493,340. Of this 
amount $115,394 was reimbursed to 
tlio city by the Federal and State gov- 
ernments. or is supposed to he paid in 
the near future. In aiding the poor 
the city spent $134,515 for food, $19,223 
for fuel and $10,651 for clothing.

Electrocuted 

John Beck, 36. who for the past 4 
years had resided at the Newton Y. M. 
C. A., 276 Church st., Newton, was 
electrocuted on Sunday morning about 
9 o'clock at the Hood Rubber Company 
where he was employed. Beck was 
assisting In moving a large transfor- 
mer when ho contacted high tension 
wires 15 feet above the floor of the 
room where he was working. H n nry 
Noyes of Dolan ave.. West Newton, 
also employed as an electrician at the 
Hood plant, tried to rescue Beck, but 
ho wus also held by the current when 
he touched Beck. Noyes received 
burns before he was pulled away by 
Harold Hall of Natick, another em- 
ployee. He was treated for shock and 
second degree burns on his right arm. 

When the power was shut off and 
Beck released from the wires, he wa 3 
dead. A crew of firemen from Engine 
2 of Watertown used an inhalator on 
Beck for two hours, and Drs. Klnh and 
Lorlng administered adrenalin In vain 
efforts to resuscitate him. Beck, wild 
was unmarried, had been employed at 
the Hood plant for 15 years. He was 
born at Sbumokin. Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Beck is survived by a sl3ter 
who resides in Rochester. New York: 
and two brothers. Reinhart Beck of 
Danville. Pa., and Rev. Edward Beck, 
pastor of St. John’s Reformed Church 
at Sltnmokin. His funeral service was 
held on Wednesday afternoon in the 
chapel of St. John’s M. E. Church at 
Watertown: Rev. Frank D. Taylor 
officiated. Burial was in Odd Fellow's 
Cemetery at Shamokin.

Strikers Picket 
Winchester Laundry

Another episode in the legal rami- 
fications which have ensued from the 
attempt of the Newton Board of Aider- 
men to enforce the cessation of opera- 
tions at tho big gravel pit. at Oak Hill, 
occurred at Newton City Hall on Wed- 
nesday when a hearing was held be- 
fore Wendell Murray of Revere who is 
acting as master. Murray was ap- 
pointed by the Superior Court to hear 
evidence in connection with tho in- 
junction obtained by George M. Wilbur 
of West Roxhury. principal owner of 
the Highland Sand sc Gravel Company. 
After the Newton Board of Aldermen 
in October, 1935, had refused to re- 
new for another year the permit of 
the gravel company to continue oper- 
ating its machinery at the big pit, 
Wilbur obtained an injunction re- 
straining the Newton city government 
from interfering with the activity at 
the pit. which was started 10 years 
ago near the West Roxbury line under 
a temporary permit from the then 
Public Buildings Commissioner, Cecil 
Chadwick. 

The Newton Board of Aldermen 
later countered by passing a traffic 
ordinance forbidding heavy trucking 
on Dedham st. Wilbur obtained an- 
other temporary injunction which for- 
bade the enforcement of the traffic 
ordinance. Murray has been appointed 
master to gather evidence on the con- 
tinuance of this injunction. At the 
hearing on Wednesday Wilbur’s law- 
yer questioned City Clerk Grant at 
length on the details of the passage 
of the traffic ordinance. The hearing 
was continued on Thurday at Murray's 
office in Boston. 

Meanwhile a bill in equity remains 
to be acted upon on exceptions taken 
to a decision given sometime ago by 
another master who was appointed to 
hear evidence on the refusal of the 
city to permit the continuance of the 
gravel pit machinery at Oak Hill. Ex- 
ceptions were taken to the decision, 
a petition was made for recommitment 
of the matter. Judge Boudreau of the 
Superior Court will sit on this matter.

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CRYSTAL LAKE WATERS PURE 

Not infrequently a boy or girl complains of some nose or 
throat trouble or some slight illness which many parents attri- 
bute to the fact that infection is the result of having been swim- 
ming at some beach or lake. Each summer in Newton these 
conditions doubtless give rise to various rumors that the water 
in Crystal Lake is impure and unsafe for bathing. The condi- 
tion of the waters of this popular lake has been constantly 
watched by the playground commission and the Board of 
Health in co-operation with the State Board of Health. 

The State Board has always given a clean report — and adds 
that it has the cleanest of waters in the state due to the effec- 
tiveness of the sun in purifying the water because of the ab- 
sence of large shade trees around the bathing beach. The lake 
is also a tremendous water basin fed by springs, in places more 
than seventy-five feet deep. Parents of children who patronize 
this swimming resort may rest assured that the waters are hy- 
gienically safe. 


THE WONDERS OF NATURE 

Occasionally we see one of those rare phenomena of na- 
ture which Emphasizes even more the wonders of nature. On 
Monday evening of this week storm clouds raced madly across 
the sky, seemingly as fast as many a man-made aeroplane. In 
the west the reflection of the setting sun cast a weird and pe _ 
culiar tint of solid color against the clouds. An hour or two 
later another unusual sight was noticed as the moon, only a 
few days past the full stage, rose in the east — an almost perfect 
circle of burnished gold — and at the same time rain fell heav- 
ily from overhead. A short time later the clouds had blotted 
out the moon and nature resumed more ordinary ways. Yet in 
those brief moments the force of and wonder of nature had 
made a deep impress upon the minds of those who had wit- 
nessed this unnatural exhibit of nature. 


KEEP YOUR DOG OFF THE PLAYGROUNDS 

The Playground department has reported that there are an 
increasing number of dogs running on the playgrounds and 
sometimes scaring the children playing there by fighting each 
other. There is naturally a potential danger from dog bites. 
A city ordinance forbids dogs on playgrounds unless they are 
securely held by leash. Owners of dogs in the vicinity of play- 
grounds should observe these regulations in common courtesy 
for the safety of others. 


THE TAJ MAHAL. AT AGRA, INDIA, 
IS THE WORLD’S GREATEST 
MONUMENT TO LOVE 


There is no traveler whose pulse 
does not quicken as he turns in 
through the dark red gateway a mile 
outside the modern city of Agra, India, 
and catches sight of the famous white 
marble Taj Mahal, the tomb of Shah 
Jehan's beloved wife, a point of inter- 
est which is by common consent con- 
sidered to be the goal and center of 
travel in India. 

The Taj Mahal is unquestionably 
the most perfect creation that over 
was conceived in the mind of man 
and actually realized in visual form. 
It seems too absolutely perfect to be 
real, too superlatively Uc-autlful to be 
true. 

The Taj Mahal, set in a beautiful 
garden, is the high spot on the over- 
land trip through India in connection 
with the Franconia cruise around the 
world, which will leave the Cunard 
White Star piers in New York on 
January C, l‘J38.. 

The Taj stands for the great and 
lasting devotion of a man for a wom- 
an. 

The story of the love of Shah Jehan 
for Arjumand Hanu, who became 
Mumiaz-i-Malml, "the Exalted of the 
Palace,” Is one of the great romances 
of history. 

Arjumand Banu was the motherless 
daughter of Asat Khun, and niece of 
the famous Nur-jehan, the wife of 
Jehuiiglr. As un infant, she was aban- 
doned by her father during a Might 
from Teheran into India by way of 
Persia and Afghunistun. Water was 
scarce, the baby was a burden to car- 
ry — and she was only u female. 

After Journeying for soverul miles 
the father was overcome by remorse, 
returned und found Ills infunt unhurt 
by the gathering vultures. The group 
reached Delhi, Indiu, In safety und Ar- 
jumand entered the puluce of Jehun- 
gir und Nur-Jehun Here she grew 
up to wemunhood. 


In the year 1G15 Arjumand was mar- 
ried to Shah Jehan, just twelve years 
before he succeeded to the throne. She 
had enjoyed the additional splendors 
of his court for but two years when 
she died. Crushed with grief, Shah 
Jehan determined that his lost love 
should have a memorial such as had 
never been seen before in the history 
of the world. 

It took 20,000 men 17 years to 
build the Taj Mahal. With labor costs 
very light for day workers, at least 
$20,000,000 is reputed to have been 
spent on the structure. It would cost 
$100,000.0rtn to rebuild a monument 
like it in these times. 

The while marble, spotless in puri- 
ty. was brought from Jaipur, 150 miles 
aw. y, much of it carried on the backs 
of elephants: the red sand stone of 
the enclosing walls was contributed 
hv Fatophur Slkrl; the jasper by the 
Punjab; the crystal and jade by China; 
the turquoises from Tibet; the sap- 
phires and lapis-lazuli from Ceylon; 
the coral and carnelian from Arabia; 
the onyx and amethyst from Persia and 
the diamonds from Bundelkund. 

To see the combined glory of gur- 
den and tomb by sunrise or sunset is 
a memorable experience, hut spending 
a long evening there, with the silver 
moon casting a falry-like glamour over 
the scene, becomes one of life’s su- 
preme events. 

The Taj has been vandulized numer- 
ous times and many of its treasures 
stolen, yet us a whjtle it Is in a stute 
of wonderful preservation, having ab- 
solutely no signs of age.

Up Limit on Home 
Mortgage Loans 

Monday, July 20, was the official 
date when the history of co-operative 
banking and home financing in .Mass- 
achusetts moved forward past anoth- 
er milestone of progress. On that day 
the latest State legislation for liberal- 
izing co-operative bank regulations 
xml extending the maximum mortgage 
loan limit on residential properties to 
$10,000 per home became effective. 
This legislation, known as House Bill 
No. 1086, which was signed by the 
Governor in the closing minutes of 
the last session, is the first basic 
amendment of co-operative banking 
regulations since the loan limit for 
co-operative bank mortgages was 
raised from $5,000 to $8,000 in 1018. 

The other principal provision of 
this amendment to state banking laws 
was the removal of previous restric- 
tions on the “direct reduction" type 
of mortgagee. Such mortgage loans 
were first authorized for co-operative 
hanks during recent depression years 
Their popular name derives itself 
from the scheduled method for re- 
paying such loans. Arranged for terms 
of 5 to 20 years, these loans are pay- 
able in fixed monthly amounts. Since 
part of each payment immediately re- 
pays part of the principal loan, inter- 
est charges are steadily reduced each 
month and a larger portion of each 
successive monthly payment becomes 
available for direct and Immediate 
reduction of the borrower's debt. 

Originally, only 50% of a co-opera- 
tive hank's outstanding loans could he 
granted under this plan of repayment. 
The unexpected popularity of the plan 
among bankers and home-owners in 
all sections of the state, led to the 
lifting or this restriction.

Mr. Arthur (Robbie! Robinson, who 
has recently return' d from Tlontsln, 
China, to becomo Superintendent of 
the Walker Missionary Homo In Au- 
hurndnle. gave a very interesting talk 
at the Newton Rotary Club meeting on 
Monday concerning present-day China. 
Robbie was a member of the Tientsin 
Rotary Club which is composed of 
about eighty members representing 
fourteen nationalities, pointing out 
that the Club Is truly international in 
its aspects. Ho stilted that the Club 
has been stressing father and son 
meetings, the establishment of hoys' 
camps, and the putting aside of na- 
tionalistic feelings. 

Rolibio particularly stressed the 
' friendly attitude of the Chinese people, 
and stated that after -■< years in China 
he would like vory much to go hack 
there. He gave many Illustrations of 
how Chinese people place friendship 
far above business and economic suc- 
cess. He indicated that only during 
the Inst six months hits China really 
come to .feel a unified nationalistic 
spirit. He stated that this unification 
Is a result of (1) the suppression of 
revolts in southwest China: (2) the 
victory of Chinese armies against the 
Mongols in Mongolia: (3) the kidnap- 
ping of General Kal Sliek by lus 
friend, Marshal Liang. Robbie stated 
that things were progressing very well 
for China In this spirit of nationalistic 
unification until the past month, when 
Japan has started activities in north- 
ern Chinn. He ventured no guess as 
to the outcome of this conflict. 

This excellent meeting was bright- 
ened by the attendance of many guests 
from other states and also by tlio sing- 
ing of a Chinese song by Mr. Robinson, 
assisted by Cecil Clark, in Chinese cos- 
tume.

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Sunday night shortly before mid- 
night wo went into a restaurant in a 
town not fur from Newton. In a booth 
wero two young men, two young wom- 
en nnd two little children, the older 
not over 4 years of age. Tho four 
adults were drinking ale, and during 
tho short time wo woro in the restau- 
rant they guzzled two glassos upioco 
nnd ordered a third glass. Tho two 
young women, one of whom was ap- 
parently tho mother of the children, 
wore half soused. The tiny hoy was 
whimpering, which was not surprising 
under the circumstances. 

Tho writer is not a reformer. He 
was nnd is opposed to prohibition. But, 
he remembers the slogan of the 
"wets."

Driving on a heavily travelled State 
highway Sunday we observed two au- 
tomobiles collide.

President Roosevelt’s defeat in the 
nmttor of tho Supremo Court is being 
capitalized by those who aro un- 
friendly to Mr. Roosevelt's regime. 
Magazines and newspapers controlled 
by mercenary interests In tills coun- 
try have seized on this opportunity to 
discomfit the President. History is 
merely repeating Itself. President 
Hoover experienced the transition 
from popularity to unpopularity. And 
before him President Wilson and other 
Presidents had similar experiences. 

But, it will tako more than the de- 
feat of the Supreme Court bill to 
alienate the President from tho masses 
of this country. Personally, we believe 
Mr. Roosevelt erred in the method 
which ho devised to reform the Su- 
preme Court. It was un outright pack- 
ing plan and would have established a 
precedent which would have mado the 
court in future years the abject tool 
of powerful political leaders. We do 
not, however, join with those who be- 
lieve that the Supreme Court und its 
methods shall remain unchanged. We 
still hold to the opinion we expressed 
i in this column on June 5, 1936 when

NEWTON SPORTS REVIEW NO. 7 



Elena Clccone of 20 Willow st., New- 
ton Centre, sketched by Fred Dauten 
for the Graphic this week, is Newton's 
best-known tennis player. Hailed as 
an unknown in 1931, when she played 
her way into a I.ongwood final for the 
first time, Elena wns playing for the 
junior girls' national championship 
just four years later. She was ranked 
first In New England junior girls tennis 
for three years, and in 1936 she was 
ranked third in the country. She is 
now 19 years old, and graduated last 
year from junior competition. 

Since that September, 1931, when 
sportswrlters mistakenly called her 
“Little Eleanor" and lavished all kinds 
of praise on her precocious game, 
Elena has never been without a title. 
In 1933 she defeated Carolyn Everts 
of Nowtonville in the state girls’ final 
6 — 4. 6 — 2, although Carolyn had 

beaten her only a month before in an- 
other Longwood tournament. Tho 
next year she accomplished an unus- 
ual feat In graduating to another dl vi- 
sion without losing her championship. 
In the 1934 state junior girls’ cham- 
pionship, she defeated Sylvia Hutch of 
Winchester 6 — 3, 6 — 2 in the semi-final 
and won the final from Louise Hard- 
ing 3 — 6, 7—5, 6 — 0. This Wat the 
first of three consecutive years when 
Elena ruled the state girls’ tourna- 
ments. 

Septt nt her, 1934, marked the first of 
Elena's three trips to the girls' United 
States championships, where she lost 
in the third round 6 — 4, 0 — ft to Vir- 
ginia Holllnger, the Ohio girl who so 
often stood between her and a title. 
In December, 1934, she lost 0 — 1, 6 — 2 
to the same girl in the national indoor 
ehumplonships at Longwood. al’tor 
outlasting Helen Bernhard of New 
York 14—12, 6 — 4 in her semi-llnul. In 
the women’s national indoor tourna- 
ment in New York the following 
March. Elena met the defending chum- 
plon, Norma Taubele, and was repulsed 
6 — 1. 6 — 1 in the first round. In the 
women’s state Indoor singles in March, 
she lost ugain In straight sets, to Dor- 
ranee Cliuse. 

But 1935 wus Elena’s best year In 
Junior girls’ competition. She won 
the stute title in June, defeating Louise 
Hodlund of Watertown 6 I, 2 6, 7 -5, 

und out-pluyed Winchester’s Ruth Asol- 
tlne 6 — 1, 6—0 111 the North Shore 

championship final at Tedesco C. C 
Ploying ill the Longwood Bowl worn- 


. on's singles, Elena went out to Cecilia 
Itiegel 6 — 3, 6 — 2. but teamed with the 
erratic Oil Hunt to win the mixed 
doubles crown from Dorrance Chase 
and Roger Thurber in three sets. In 
September, seeded third in the Na- 
tional junior girls' singles at the Phil- 
adelphia Cricket Club, St. Martin's, 
I’a., Elena reached perhaps the peak 
of her career, losing in the (Inal round 
to Patricia Henry of Los Angeles 6 — 3, 
8 — 6, alter defeating Helen Bernhard 
6- — 1, 6 — 0 in an early round. Helen 
had her revenge, however, putting 
Elena out of the 1936 indoor singles. 

In June, 1936, Elena won her third 
straight state girls title, defeating 
Polly Morrill of Dedhum 6 — 4, 4 — 6, 
0—2 In the finals. Her tournament play 
since then has been limited, since she 
is holding down a job in a Boston de- 
partment store. In the girls nation- 
als lust September, she lost In the 
fourth round to Margaret Dawson, who 
went ahead to win the championship. 

This year, Elena was top-seeded in 
tho New England women’s singles of 
tho Henrst grand national, but was 
upset in the semi-final round by Mary 
Cutter of Winchester. In her only 
other tournament this summer, she 
wus defeated in straight sets by Ar- 
gyll Rico in tho first round of the 
Longwood Bowl. On the basis of her 
1936 showing, Elena is ranked seventh 
in the girls’ national list, first In New 
England girls, and fourteenth in New 
England women's ranking. 

The third daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Cosmo Clccone of 20 Willow st., New- 
ton Centre, Elena has five younger sis- 
ters, all of whom are tennis enthusi- 
asts. Valia, Lydia and Glldu all play 
good tennis after the example of their 
big sister Elena; Joanne and Murtha 
already show promise. The tennis- 
famous Ctccones live only a stone's 
throw from tlie Newton Centre play- 
ground. which accounts largely for 
Elena's early successes. Her brother 
Nick wus city playground chumplon 
in both tennis und puddle tennis before 
Elena won her first tournament, and 
Elena herself was first a champion in 
puddle tennis. Elena's best strokes 
are a sliced forehand und a strong 
sliced backhand. She volleys well, hut 
gets into trouble with her service 
occusionully. She was an all-round 
utlilete at Newton High, pluying field 
hockey und husketlmll as well as 
tennis.

wo said — "The action of a majority 
of tho Supreme Court on Monday, Juno 
1 in ruling that tho New York mini- 
mum wage law Is lllegnl will serve to 
hasten tho day when legislation will 
be passed, either through Congres- 
sional nction or Constitutional amend- 
ment which will overcome recent de- 
cisions of tlie Supreme Court nullify- 
ing humanitarian laws. Tho excellent 
minority report presented by Chief 
Justice Hughes, who cannot he classed 
as a radical, stressed tho right of legis- 
lative bodies to enact laws for the pro- 
tection of society. Those who place 
property rights above human rights, 
and who have been profuse in their 
laudation of those Supreme Court de- 
cisions which outlawed laws passed to 
prevent the exploitation of working 
women and children, will do well to 
remember that American standards of 
living will prevail, depression or no 
depression, even If the conjuring of 
Constitutional sncrosnnctity must be 
dispelled.” Tho President lost his 
fight to radically change the Supreme 
Court, but. the fact remains that as 
a result of his campaign against our 
highest judicial body, the court re- 
versed some of the decisions it had 
made relative to Mr. Roosevelt's “New 
Deal" mensures. 

Wo don't enthuse over everything 
which has occurred under the Roose- 
velt administration. At the recent con- 
ference in the Parker House at Hus- 
ton. presided over by James Roosevelt, 
wo openly told tho President's son 
that tho manner in which tho FTORA 
and the WPA had been conducted, had 
tended to lessen our respect for the 
present Federal regime. But, while 
tho President may havo erred In his 
method of attempting to reform the 
Supremo Court, he did cause at least 
one member of that body to liberalize 
his views. Supremo Court justices In 
tho past have not all been Infallible or 
Impeccable. Some have obviously been 
swayed by political influence, or by 
mnmmonism more than by bumanlta- 
rianism. Many of tho men appointed 
to our Supremo Court were far from 
being idealists. 



Early Increase In Felons 

When a statement was made that 
the population of the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary was 70, as of August 19, 1818, 
three years after the first convict 
had been received, many Ohioans 
were alarmed over what they de- 
clared as an “enormous increase in 
felons," says the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. Some editors, ministers and 
other leaders were crying to the 
heavens for an answer to the crime 
problem. One hundred years later, 
on August 19, 1918, the population 
of the penitentiary was 1,944, which 
as compared with the population of 
the state showed that the number of 
convicts was increasing three times 
faster than the population. 


Pelloans Experts at Soaring 
Pelicans are experts at soaring, 
or sailing — often flying at heights 
out of sight. Although the birds fly 
in wheeling circles they move on 
their course rapidly. Their breeding 
grounds are principally in the 
Northwestern states and in South- 
western Canada. They winter from 
Northern California, in the Gulf 
States and Florida, along both 
coasts of Mexico, and in the in- 
terior of Mexico as far south as 
Panama.

Words Have Opposite Meaning 

Thousands of the words we use 
have an entirely opposite meaning 
to that of the words from which 
they sprang. Pretty, quite compli- 
mentary, comes from the Anglo- 
Saxon praettig, which meant tricky 
or sly. The adjective nice has a 
pleasant meaning but it comes 
from the French, nice, meaning fool- 
ish or simple, and its real origin is 
the Latin, necius — ignorant, says 
Pearson’s London Weekly. 


On May 0, 1925 one of tho most 
fiendish murders In tho history of 
Massachusetts was committed at Hud- 
son in this county. Daniel Crowley, 
an elderly laborer, and a stranger to 
them, was lured into an automobile on 
Green s't.. Boston, by Frank DiStasio, 
52, and Ills son, Anthony DiStasio, 22, 
both of Revere. The elder DiStasio 
drove Crowley to a lonely wood road 
near Lake Boone In Hudson. The 
younger DiStasio followed in a second 
automobile. Crowley was slugged into 
unconsciousness and then Incinerated 
in tho gasoline saturated, old automo- 
bile. Tho purpose of the cold-blooded 
ijmurder was to make it appear that the 
elder DiStasio had been burned to 
death so that a heavy Insurance policy 
on ills life could bo collected. Tbe 
elder DiStasio was found guilty in No- 
vember, 1935. Tho son was found not 
guilty because of a legal technicality. 
Some months later he was tried a sec- 
ond time and found guilty. His law- 
yer then took an appeal to tho Su- 
preme Court. 

Despite the diabolical nature of the 
crime, Frank DiStasio was not sen- 
tenced following his conviction until 
Juno 14 of tills year; 18 months after 
he was found guilty. Anthony DiStasio 
was not sentenced until tbe latter part 
of lost month. Frank DiStasio was 
sentenced to die the first week In Au- 
gust. On Tuesday of this week Wil- 
liam R. Scharton. attorney for Di- 
Stasio, hold n conference with Gover- 
nor Hurley, following which the Gov- 
ernor and the Executive Council voted 
to grant a t! weeks reprieve to Frank 
DiStasio. Do yon wonder that this 
country has tho worst record of any 
civilized (and probably of any savage) 
nation in tho world for murders? Es- 
pecially homicides committed in con- 
nection with crimes of robbery.

THE SOCIAL SECURITY PROGRAM 
—SOME POSSIBILITIES AND 
SUGGESTIONS 

Officials of the Federal Treasury 
have announced that during the com- 
ing fiscal year, which began on July 1 
the Government may bo able to avoid 
resorting to tlie money market for new 
funds, largely because tlie payroll 
taxes under the Social Security Act 
will permit the Treasury to borrow 
about $700,000,000 from the old age 
and unemployment reserve accounts 
instead of from investors in general 
states tlie Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York in the current issue of “The 
Guaranty Survey,” its monthly review 
of business and financial conditions in 
the United States and abroad. 

Under the act as It now stands, a 
similar loan will be made each year, 
increasing steadily in magnitude un- 
til 1960, "The Survey” continues. With- 
in thirty years the aggregate amount 
of these loans will he sufficient to ab- 
sorb the entire present sum of the di- 
rect and contingent public debt; and 
by 1980 the debt will have to be in- 
creased about $8,000,000,000, whether 
the Government needs the money or 
not, if the provisions of the law are to 
bo carried out. It is probable that 
comparatively few citizens realize tlie 
possibilities inherent in this prospect. 

Prerequisites for Success 

The main objectives of the Social Se- 
curity Act are unquestionably praise- 
worthy and must command universal 
sympathy. But tlie act itself should be 
recognized for what it is — a gigantic 
xperiment, Or set of experiments, with 
some palpable weaknesses that need 
correction and with numerous other 
features that must be tested by expert 
ence to lie proved workable. Certainly 
the old age reserve account should he 
abolished or drastically reduced. Botli 
lie old age and unemployment bene- 
fit plans should be adjusted toward a 
‘pay-as-you-go" basis, with a deHnito 
requirement that taxes collected in 
advance of benefit payments lie used 
to reduce the public debt and not to 
finance extravagant schemes of ex- 
penditure. Serious consideration 
should lie given to tlie possibility of 
financing benefit payments with taxes 
loss likely to be destructive to busi- 
ness enterprise than those on payrolls 
Finally, tlie operation of tlie entire 
program should tie closely watched in 
an effort to determine whether the na- 
tional economy is capable of bearing 
a financial burden of such vast magni 
tilde without suffering ill effects so 
serious as to outweigh the advan- 
tages. 

These considerations point, finally, 
to the one absolute prerequisite for 
tlie success of this or any other public 
benefit plan — the reestablishment of 
the national finances on a sound ba- 
te.

Financial Burden on Business 

The aspect of the program that is 
of immediate practical concern to busi- 
ness is tlie huge financial burden that 
it will Involve. Under tlie act as it 
stands at present, tlie $700,000,000 that 
will he taken in taxes and appropriated 
to the old age and unemployment re- 
serve accounts during the coming fis- 
ul year will increase steadily for an 
indefinite period. According to the 
stimates tlie three major features of 
the program— old age benefits, unem- 
ployment benefits, and old age assis- 
ance — may reach $3,000,000,000 with- 
n ten years and $4,000,000,000 with- 
n twenty years. 

It is important to hear in mind that 
tlie hulk of the social security taxes is 
levied on employment and consti- 
tutes a direct burden on business ac- 
ivity. Whether business can carry a 
itirden of this magnitude without a dis- 
astrous impairment of its aggregate 
productive capacity Is a serious ques- 
tion.

Aphasia 

Aphasia is lack of speech. It may 
be due to a local trouble, but is 
usually due to a disorder in some 
of the brain centers. Very often ; 
it is psychic or hysterical in its 
cause. It is this type of person 
who under great excitement sud- 
denly regains the power to speak. 

It may be due to a motor defect 
which makes it impossible to speak 
so that one can be understood. 
Sometimes, according to an author- 
ity in the Washington Star, the 
patient becomes unable to recall 
sounds. Aphasia may be due 
to on abscess or tumor on the 
brain, or a rupture of a blood 
vessel. It may be due to some form 
of paralysis or toxemia.

ARGENTINA’S ROMANTIC GAUCHO 

The early occupation of catching 
and taming wild cattle and horses on 
the great pampas of Argentina pro- 
duced a type of frontiersman some- 
what like that of the American cow- 
boy of the years between 1800 and 
1SS0. yet more distinctly resembling 
the eossaek of southern Russia during 
the decades preceding the World War. 

The gaucho was above all things a 
horseman, never dismounting except 
to sleep beside his nnimnl. His wea- 
pons against cattle and men were the 
lasso and the holetas. the latter be- 
ing made of balls of metal or stone, 
fastened together by a thong, nnd so 
hurled ns to coil around the legs of 
the man or beast aimed at. producing 
an Immediate bait. 

Round the gaucho clings all the ro- 
mance of the pampas, for he was 
accepted as the embodiment of the 
primitive virtues of daring, endurance 
and loyalty.

In Cuzco, Peru, once the metrop- 
olis of the Incus, arc massive 
ruins on a par with those found in 
Egypt. When the city was captured 
by Pizarro its temples were marvels 
of magnificence, says the Washing- 
ton Post. The Temple of the Sun 
was covered with a roof of gold. 
Thu railroad to Cuzco skirts Lake 
Titicaca, an inland sea, 161 miles 
long*, 60 miles wide and 12,500 feet 
above the level of the sea. The water 
never freezes, even when the tem- 
perature drops to 30 degrees, and 
steel knives thrown into it do not 
rust. 


Difference in Sponges 
Sponges, although one of the low- 
est forms of animal life, vary great- 
ly in habitat, color and size.

Aardvark, First Animal 

Mentioned in Dictionary 

Like something out of a dipso- 
maniac's dream is the aardvark. It 
is one of the strangest of extant 
animals — extraordinary in appear- 
ance, in structure and in habits. 
While not one of the animals most 
familiar to the average person, it 
enjoys, because of the spelling of 
its name, the unique distinction of 
being the first animal to be men- 
tioned in the dictionary and its name 
is one of the first words of any kind 
to appear in lexicons. The name 
comes from the Dutch, means 
“earth pig,” and refers to the crea- 
ture’s piglike snout and its habit9. 

However, in spite of its snout and 
its smooth, fat body, the aardvark 
is quite unrelated to pigs. In fact, 
according to Dr. Wilford H. Osgood, 
chief curator of the Field Museum 
of Natural History department of 
zoology, the animal has been some- 
thing of a puzzle to zoologists and 
anatomists who have undertaken to 
find a logical place for it in schemes 
of classification of animals. 

Aardvarks are common through- 
out much of southern and eastern 
Africa south of the equator. They 
live in relatively open, semiarid 
country wherever there is an abun- 
dance of the termites or so-called 
“white ants,” upon which they feed 
almost exclusive./. Individual aard- 
varks reach weights up to about 150 
pounds and appear always fat and 
well conditioned. For such a large 
heavy animal to exist upon tiny 
termites is rather remarkable and 
testifies to the abundance of such 
food in Africa. 


Osmium, Iridium, Thulium 

of Platinum Metal Group 

Discovered in 1803, osmium is a 
rare, blue-white to gray metallic 
element, difficult to fuse, not af- 
fected by ordinary acids and insol- 
uble in aqua regia. It is the heav- 
iest of the elements. A mem- 
ber of the group of “platinum met- 
als”, it forms an alloy with iridium, 
labeled osmiridium, which is used 
in making fountain pen points. 

Like osmium, iridium is a rare 
metallic element, conspicuously 
heavy, states a writer in the Kan- 
sas City Star. Silvery-white, iri- 
dium was discovered in 1804. It is 
important commercially for its 
alloys, which are used for making 
standard weights and parts of scien- 
tific apparatus which must withstand 
the action of the atmosphere and 
other factors; in electrical appara- 
tus for contact points and other 
parts required to resist high temper- 
atures and active substances, such 
as chlorine. 

Among later elements found to be 
present in the sun, thulium is ex- 
tremely rare, occurring in Nature 
with other metals of the rare earth’s 
group. It forms a number ot com- 
pounds, the characteristic color of 
which is light green. Discovered in 
1879 thulium has no commercial 
use. 


Red noney Produced 

Even reddish-brown honey can be 
produced, Paul Griswold Hayes 
writes in an article in Nature. Log- 
wood blossoms on the island of 
Dominica in the West Indies pro- 
duce a singular tasting variety, but 
the color comes from the sap of 
the tree, that contains a coloring 
principle much used in dyeing. Most 
famous of the dark honey of Europe 
is that from the Scottish heather, 
with a cheaper type being derived 
from the English heather. In South- 
ern Europe the favorite honey is 
probably the Romarin, derived from 
the rosemary, and the Mt. Hymettus 
variety from the wild thyme of 
Greece. Although most ordinary 
honey crystallizes in six months aft- 
er bottling, the white tueplo will re- 
main liquid after 10 years. On 
the other hand, the blue-curl nec- 
tar granulates almost at once in 
the wax cells. 


Monkey Business 
“The Confusion in this City, occa- 
sioned by Counterfeit Copper Eng- 
lish Halfpence amongst us, is al- 
most inconceivable; for notwith- 
standing the large Quantities of 
good Pence we have long had, there 
is now hardly 'any Sum offered, but 
there are Counterfeit Ones inter- 
mixed; and to such a Degree of 
Suspicion, is the Common People 
raised, that many good Pence, 
which have passed current perhaps 
for above 20 Years past are now 
refused.” — From the New York Post 
Boy of December 3, 1753. 


The Great Dipper 

The great dipper only appears to 
revolve, owing to the revolution of 
the earth. It makes an apparent 
revolution every 24 hours, the same 
as the sun. It is visible throughout 
the entire night because it is within 
what is called the circle of perpetu- 
al apparition, or that part of the 
heavens which is always in sight 
to the observer. This circle enlarges 
as one travels from the equator, 
where it is nothing, to the pole, 
where it takes in the whole North- 
ern Hemisphere. 


Walnut In Victorian Era 

During the Victorian era walnut 
was used almost exclusively in the 
construction of practical furnishings 
— dining room and bed room pieces 
especially — though handsomely 
carved whatnots and other living 
room items, settees, small tables, 
occasional chairs and massive hall 
chests were also fashioned of the 
light-toned wood.

Mutiny at the Nore Was 

Partly Caused by Cheese 

The mutiny at the Nore in 1797 
was partly caused by cheese, ac- 
cording to a London, England, au- 
thority. 

Early in tho Eighteenth century 
there was a statement as to the 
value of particular cheese for the 
navy. It was to the effect that one 
third of a pound of Cheshire cheese 
was equal to one pound of Suffolk 
cheese. 

What would appear to be a harm- 
less reference to the individual taste 
of the sailors of that time, was one 
of the principal causes of the mu- 
tiny, for the sailors, particulo-ly 
those from Suffolk, much resented 
that there should be any differen- 
tiation against them. 

Preserved food was introduced to 
the navy in 1840, when the Admi- 
ralty installed a plant at the Dept- 
ford Victualling yard. Some years 
later the issue of tinned meat co- 
incided with the murder of a child 
named Fanny Adams, whose body 
was cut up. 

From that day the navy called 
tinned meat “Fanny Adams.” 

In the mutiny at the Nore the 
ringleader, Richard Parker, styled 
himself “President of the Floating 
Republic.” He was hanged from the 
yardarm of his ship. 


President Grant Called 

Uncle Sam at West Point 

President Grant was named Hi- 
ram Ulysses, but by a curious error 
he became known in history as Ulys- 
ses Simpson Grant, writes a cor- 
respondent in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. Y/hen he was about seven- 
teen years old he received his ap- 
pointment to West Point Military 
academy through Congressman 
Thomas L. Hamer. Grant had been 
familiarly known by his middle 
name, and Hamer, who was suffi- 
ciently acquainted with him to know 
that, gave the young candidate’s 
name as Ulysses S. Grant, Simpson 
being the maiden name of his moth- 
er. This circumstance was probably 
the origin of the error. 

Grant applied to the West Point 
authorities and later to the secre- 
tary of war to have the error cor- 
rected, but somehow it was never 
done. He did not press the matter, 
and his associates at West Point 
promptly adopted the initials U. S. 
and called him Uncle Sam, a nick- 
name he retained to some extent in 
the army. He was graduated in 1843, 
and his commission and diploma 
both styled him Ulysses S. Grant, by 
which name he was always after- 
ward known. 


Irrigation Old 

Irrigation is as old as the first 
farmer. In ancient Egypt, as now, 
the water of the Nile was stored 
during the annual overflow and dis- 
tributed later through small ditches, 
notes a writer in the Washington 
Post. More than 1,000 years before 
Christ, the Babylonians had a great 
irrigation system, based on the 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers, which 
enabled what is now a barren waste 
of sand to support a huge popula- 
tion. Palestine, with a scanty rain- 
fall, has always found irrigation 
necessary. China has 50,000,000 
acres under irrigation and India 55,- 
000,000. This is about double the 
area of irrigated land in the United 
States. Japan, Australia, Italy, 
Spain, southern France and Mexico 
also depend on irrigation for much 
of their foodstuffs and most of the 
western part of the United States 
would be worthless for farming 
without it.

Deep Water Wells 

One of the deepest water wells 
in the world is at Putnam Heights, 
Conn. It goes down 6,004 feet, but 
yields only two gallons per minute. 
Another, at Passy, France, is 1,923 
feet deep and shoots 5,000,000 gal- 
lons a day to a height of 54 feet 
above the ground. Wells have many 
uses. They supply water for irriga- 
tion, and even for keeping hospitals 
warm. Some deep wells send up 
water which is hot the year round. 
One at Charleston, S. C., for ex- 
ample, spouts water which regis- 
ters 87 degrees. 


Hand-Loom Weaving 
Hand - loom weaving *is an art 
which dates back to tho beginning of 
civilization. Its greatest impetus in 
the United States took place during 
the Revolution when our supply of 
fabrics from the mother coun- 
try was shut off. From then on, 
notes a writer in Successful Farm- 
ing, until factory-made cloth became 
so cheap it was developed wXte.i 
siveiy. By the middle of the last 
century, only a few hand looms 
were still in operation, and these 
only in isolated mountain regions.
